Fried mice 


L AST YEAR, a friend of mine ap- 





proached me with a story idea 

that I really couldn’t stomach. 
Of all the things to talk about over a 
roast beef sandwich, animal rights 
wasn’t high on my list. ‘‘Sure,’’ I 
said, as I ripped into another hunk of 
cow, “‘those cold-hearted rich women 
wearing fur coats on Chestnut Street 
don’t care about dead farm-bred 
minks and rabbits, but the animal- 
rights activists are a twisted 
bunch themselves.” 

I pictured the typical animal-rights 
activist to be a rich, white snot living 
in a cute little wood-framed cottage in 
Sausalito. They must have had 
traumatic childhood experiences, I 
explained to my friend, like 
witnessing a neighbor running over 
the family’s pet terrier. I was on a roll 
now, and having rid myself of guilt 
over eating roast beef, I delivered the 
final blow: ‘‘These activists avoid the 
tough and messy human issues, like 
homelessness, and escape into goofy 
love with cute furry animals.”’ 

Well, time passed and my friend 
did some more research. I tried dif- 
ferent ways to deflect her enthusiasm, 
like pointing out her leather boots, 
but to no avail. I hate to say it, 
but these animal-rights folks have 
a valid point. 

Each year, more than 100 million 
animals are used, abused and killed in 
laboratory tests sponsored by 
cosmetic companies, universities, the 
military and the like. Few activists 
argue against animal experiments that 
advance science and human health. 
But half the deadly experiments have 
no scientific value at all, and are used 
to determine the chemical composi- 
tion of products like lipstick. 
Consider L’Oreal’s mouse fry. 

To test sunscreen, the company 
tapes tiny mice to a board, applies 
sunscreen to their skin, flips on the 
sunlamp and fries these little critters 
to death, just so you and I can enjoy 
sunny days on the beach. Or how 
about the dreaded Draize Eye 
Irritancy Test for detergent and 
cosmetics, in which these caustic 
products are placed in the eyes of 
rabbits until they scream and die. Yes, 
rabbits scream. Had enough? 

The point is that animal 
experiments conducted by companies 
like Armour-Dial and Bristol Myers 
are unnecessary, as Avon and Revlon 
have proved by ending their cruel 
animal experiments. To see how an 
Army institute in the Presidio treats 
critics of its animal experiments, 
turn to page 8. 


ENOUGH GOUGING: Landlords 
in the Bay Area have had us tenants 
against the ropes lately with the defeat 
of vacancy control in San Francisco 
and the sweeping proposal in Berkeley 
to jack up rents on half the rental 
property.

We’ve got kids to support 


in town knows how to ask for money. Most of 

them have good causes — San Francisco is 
full of pressing social problems, unmet needs and 
worthy projects. But there’s never enough cash to 
go around, and most years, dozens of advocates 
for hundreds of issues wind up fighting over a few 
leftover pieces of a too-small budgetary pie. 

Mayor Agnos has been portraying the commu- 
nity activists who want to have more say in the bud- 
get process as selfish ‘‘special interests’? who can’t 
see beyond their pet causes and consider the overall 
good of the city. That’s an insulting and simplistic 
appraisal, but it has a kernel of truth: To ask City 
Hall for a handout is easy. To figure out where the 
money ought to come from is something else. 

Coleman Advocates for Children and Youth has 
taken on the challenge. For the past two years, the 
organization has published a ‘Children’s Budget”’ 
that outlines not only what programs the children 
of San Francisco need, but how the city could pay 
for them. The Coleman budget does what few ac- 
tivists or politicians dare: It makes choices. 

To the folks at Coleman, health care for infants 
in Hunters Point is more important than chauf- 
feurs for the Fire Department brass. Drug-educa- 
tion and counseling programs for teenagers are 
more important than new equipment for the Police 
Department’s Drug Task Force. Job-training pro- 
grams for high school students are more important 
than a reduction in the local business tax. 

We agree wholeheartedly with Coleman Ad- 
vocates — the children of San Francisco have been 
neglected far too long. The city’s future is on the 
line, and it’s time the mayor and the Board of 
Supervisors started to pay attention. 

But what we find most encouraging is the fact 
that Coleman has been willing to look at both sides 
of the budget equation. Whatever the outcome of 
the 1990 budget battle, the Children’s Budget has 
set a new standard for public-interest politics in 
San Francisco. 


E VERY ORGANIZATION and interest group 


HE COLEMAN budget starts with some 
basic facts that can only be called alarming: 
@ San Francisco has the highest teen birth 
rate in the Bay Area, with one in four girls under 20 
giving birth. 
& Almost half the children born in San Francisco 
in 1990 will be born to low-income families. More 
than 20 percent of the pregnant women in the city 
receive no prenatal care. 
®@ The number of juvenile drug arrests has risen 
9,000 percent since 1980, but there are virtually no 
residential drug-treatment programs for San Fran- 
cisco youth. 
@ Despite the growing number of mothers in the 
work force, there are fewer day-care places in San 
Francisco today than there were two years ago. 
® One out of every five high school seniors in San 
Francisco will graduate this year without the basic 
skills necessary to find a job. 

The statistics amount to a scathing indictment: 
Children represent one-fifth of San Francisco’s 
population, but they are largely ignored in the po- 
litical calculus that shapes public policy. 

In some cases, the Coleman budget recommen- 
dations are just pleas for governmental foresight 
and efficiency. By some estimates, 1990’s high 
school dropouts alone will cost the city half a bil- 
lion dollars during their lifetimes; programs that 
could keep most of them in school would cost a few 
million dollars at most. The city spends $15 million 
a year on efforts to rehabilitate kids who have com- 
mitted crimes — and less than $2 million on delin- 
quency-prevention programs. The fact that the city 
still pours its resources into problems that have al- 
ready grown huge instead of looking at prevention 
is simply inexcusable; if the people who run the 
departments of Public Health and Social Services 
can’t understand that, the mayor ought to replace 
them immediately with people who can. 


UT THE Children’s Budget is not just a mat- 

ter of leaner, more efficient government. 

Some of the problems facing San Francisco’s 
children will not be solved cheaply and easily; 
they’ll require substantial commitments of public 
money — Coleman’s 1990 Children’s Budget sug- 
gests $18.6 million. 


The group argues, for example, that $4.6 million 
of the $15 million in discretionary revenue the city 
will get from the new state tobacco tax ought to go 
for children’s programs. By postponing the reduc- 
tion of the city business tax from 1.6 percent to 1.5 
percent, another $6 million could be generated. If 
75 percent of the-Police Department’s Drug Assets 
Seizure Fund were to go for juvenile drug-preven- 
tion programs, the city would have an additional 
$1.5 million to spend in that area. 

None of that money will fall from heaven. Di- 
verting money from the drug seizures fund would 
take it away from other possible Police Depart- 
ment uses; the tobacco-tax money Coleman wants 
for infants’ and children’s community health pro- 
grams might otherwise go for additional adult 
services at San Francisco General. But the group 
makes no apologies — the needs of children, soci- 
ety’s future, are more important, it asserts, than 
some competing interests. 

If the Coleman budget has a flaw, it’s that it 
relies too much on tradeoffs among legitimate 
public needs, instead of calling for more new 
methods of generating city revenue. The 1.6 per- 
cent business tax is entirely reasonable — but a pro- 
gressive business tax, one that required the biggest, 
richest companies to pay a higher percentage than 
small businesses, would bring in vast amounts of 
new revenue that could fund many new social pro- 
grams. And those who would pay the most would 
be those who can afford the most — who for years 
have paid less than their fair share for city services. 

Municipalizing PG&E (an issue on which most 
activist groups in the city have been disgracefully 
silent) could bring in as much as $150 million a 
year. An annual transit and child-care assessment 
for all major commercial office buildings would 
bring in tens of millions more. If the bargain- 
basement franchise fees the city charges to Viacom 
and PG&E were raised even slightly, the revenue 
would probably fund a large percentage of the 
Children’s Budget. 

Would slightly higher taxes drive big business 
(and thus jobs) out of the city? Unlikely. Many of 
of the city’s major businesses have been paying far 
less than their fair share of the local tax burden for 
years (thanks in part to Proposition 13 and in part 
to the pro-big-business policies of mayors Feinstein 
and Agnos). Compared to other, more significant 
costs (like finding good employees who can afford 
to live here at the wages employers are prepared to 
pay), the tax burden necessary to fund the Chil- 
dren’s Budget and other important social pro- 
grams amounts to very little. 


bold in asserting that the city needs more 

money to meet important social needs. 
Despite our feeling that Coleman still doesn’t go 
far enough in exploring new sources of revenue, 
overall, we support the Coleman proposals. 

Unfortunately, the city budget process has 
become so closed, so secretive and so inflexible that 
there’s no opening for reasonable suggestions like 
the Children’s Budget to get a fair hearing. Depart- 
ment heads don’t want to hear about these ideas 
when they are formulating their own budgets; 
commission hearings on department budgets are 
too brief and too limited in scope, and commis- 
sioners almost never send department budgets 
back for more work. By the time the Mayor’s Of- 
fice is done with the budget, it might as well be cast 
in stone — especially since the Board of Super- 
visors, under the Charter, can only cut items, not 
add them. 

The problem goes beyond the arrogance of city 
officials. San Francisco needs a sweeping Charter 
amendment to reform the budget process to ensure 
more meaningful citizen input — and to force 
elected officials to address and publicly take stands 
on tough choices. 

Ultimately, writing a budget is a matter of mak- 
ing choices, of setting priorities, of deciding that 
some things are more important than others. 
Thoughtful citizen proposals, like the Coleman 
Children’s Budget, can make important contribu- 
tions. The more the budget process is opened up, 
with tough choices made in public and with room 
for public input, the better the resulting city budget 
is likely to be.

Israel’s conscientious objectors 

Howard Levine’s article ‘‘The Children’s 
Crusade”’ (see Bay Guardian, 2/14/90) was prob- 
ably written quite some time ago. To update one of 
the facts mentioned in the article: Since the begin- 
ning of the intifada, 105 Israeli officers and soldiers 
have been jailed for refusing to take part in supress- 
ing the Palestinian uprising (not a dozen, as the ar- 
ticle mentions). 

This might not sound like an impressive number, 
but in American terms this would translate to 
about 7,000 soldiers going to jail rather than par- 
ticipating in what they see as an immoral, counter- 
productive military action. 

Yesh Gyul (‘there is a limit”) is an Israeli 
organization that supports those ‘“‘refuseniks’’ who 
decide to take such a courageous stand. The group 
dates back to the Lebanese war in which almost 200 
officers and soldiers were sent to jail, refusing to 
serve in Lebanon. As Levine mentioned in his arti- 
cle, we know of hundreds of refuseniks who, since 
the beginning of the intifada, have refused to serve 
in the occupied territories and whom the army has 
decided not to jail in order to avoid what it sees as 
damaging and embarrassing publicity. 

A large part of Yesh Gvul’s activities concen- 
trates on helping refuseniks’ families while they’rein 
jail. Since the Israeli Defense Force denies the 
family its monthly allowance entitled to other 
soldiers, a fund was established providing financial 
aid to the families of those jailed. Here, inthe US; 
Friends of Yesh Gvul established an adoption pro- 
gram through which different communities across 
the country adopt a refusenik soldier and family. 
The program provides an immediate support to the 
family in Israel, while serving as an educational 
vehicle on the Middle East conflict in the U.S. 
More than 15 cities nationwide have already taken 
part in this program. For more information, please 
contact: Friends of Yesh Gvul, 1678 Shattuck #6, 
Berkeley, CA 94709.

Trammel Crow responds 

I would like to respond to Mr. Balderston’s 
Jan. 24th article (see ‘‘Disaster of the Week’’) by 
clarifying several misinterpretations contained in 
the story. 


He refers to the San Francisco Redevelopment 
Agency’s $45-million condominium project, criti- 
cizing the fact that the completed units will be 
“high priced.’’ This development is not a San 
Francisco Redevelopment Agency project. It is a 
project of the Trammell Crow Residential Com- 
pany, to be built on privately owned land with no 
public subsidies from the redevelopment agency or 
any other goverment agency. 

The article also neglects to mention that the de- 
velopment includes a 30,000-square-foot super- 
market. Currently there is an 11,000-square-foot 
supermarket on the site. The new plan creates a 
much larger neighborhood-oriented market that 
will use the majority of the site. 

Another misrepresentation concerns Trammell 
Crow’s $750,000 contribution to the Central City 
Hospitality House. Mr. Balderston observes that the 
homeless problem cannot be mitigated by a one- 
time cash infusion. We agree. That’s why our con- 
tribution of cash and services will help consolidate 
Central City Hospitality House’s services into one 
building and provide transitional housing for the 
homeless. We hope these will be more permanent 
solutions than a one-time cash contribution,

BROWN'S CLIENTS 
POISED TO PROFIT 
FROM TIRE 
RECYCLING LAW 


ONCE AGAIN a private law client of 
Assembly Speaker Willie Brown Jr. 
appears to be benefiting from Brown’s 
actions as a lawmaker, highlighting the 
weaknesses in a proposed conflict-of- 
interest bill now before the Legislature. 

Last Sept. 27th, the Bay Guardian 
reported that Brown had authored the 
California Tire Recycling Act at the same 
time that his law firm was being retained 
by Norcal, the San Francisco-based parent 
company of Golden Gate Disposal and 
Sunset Scavengers (see Bay Guardian, 
9/27/89). Brown’s law firm, which he 
wholly owns, has received more than 
$10,000 a year from Norcal subsidiaries 
since 1983, according to Brown’s state- 
ments of economic interest. 

Although the CTRA generally seemed 
to be in the public interest, it was written 
by the waste-management industry and 
had the potential for generating a financial 
windfall for landfill operators — including 
Norcal. As one high-placed industry 
insider who requested anonymity ex- 
plained, ‘‘It’s an industrywide benefit to 
have this type of legislation. But someone 
who gets in on the front end of this thing 
is bound to make a lot of money.”’ 

The Sept. 27th article noted it was too 
early to determine whether Norcal would 
be affected by the act any more or less 
than other landfill operators. But the Bay 
Guardian has since learned that Norcal is 
now poised to assume a significant role in 
the emerging tire-recycling industry. 

Clyde Lamar, owner of Tri-C Machine 
Corp in West Sacramento, told the Bay 
Guardian that a Norcal subsidiary, Sac- 
Val Waste Disposal, purchased his tire- 
shredding operation, Tri-C Disposal, in 
January. A few months ago, Norcal also 
ordered a $385,000 Huston Enterprises tire 
shredder, manufactured by Tri-C 
Machine, for use “‘somewhere in the Bay 
Area,’’ Lamar said. 

Under the terms of the CTRA, tire 
dealers will charge 25 cents to dispose of 
used tires. The money will go into a fund 
administered by the California Waste 
Management Board and will provide tire 
recyclers with loans and grants for start-up 
and research-and-development capital. 
Since Californians generate an estimated 
23 million used tires a year, the fund could 
collect some $5 million annually. 

Norcal’s quick purchases after the 
CTRA’s passage verifies its interest in the 
bill. And while there is no evidence that 
Brown did anything illegal, the obvious 
potential conflict of interest raises the 
possibility that Norcal may have had some 
influence over the CTRA’s final language. 

In similar situations in the past, Brown 
has denied any wrongdoing. He has con- 
sistently refused to answer Bay Guardian 
inquiries about possible conflicts of 
interest, however, and as a matter of pol- 
icy will not identify his clients or discuss 
what services he performs for them. 

The Political Reform Act of 1974 says, 
“No public official. . . shall make, parti- 
cipate in making or in any way attempt to 
use his position to influence a govern- 
mental decision in which he knows or has 
reason to know he has a financial 





interest.’’ Financial interest includes any 
income greater than $250. 

That language could potentially prohibit 
a lawmaker who works for a landfill 
operator from authoring a bill that regu- 
lates landfills. State officials, however, are 
not subject to the act’s penalties, and the 
state’s watchdog agency, the Fair Political 
Practices Commission, has repeatedly 
refused to investigate conflict-of-interest 
charges against legislators, saying it has no 
enforcement powers. 

That will change somewhat with 
imminent passage of proposed legislation 
now before the Legislature. Both the 
Senate and Assembly versions, which are 
headed for a conference committee some- 
time next week, would subject legislators 
to fines of up to $2,000 for violating 
conflict-of-interest laws. 

Although the proposed legislation would 
prohibit a legislator from authoring a bill 
in which he or she has a financial interest, 
it only applies to ‘‘non-general”’ legisla- 
tion. Since the CTRA affects all landfill 
operators and tire recyclers equally, it 
would almost certainly have been treated 
as “‘general’’ legislation if the new law had 
been in effect last year. 

Both bills would prevent a legislator from 
taking any action in Sacramento that has a 
“direct and significant”’ impact on aclient, 
if that client is a lobbyist employer, as are 
Norcal and many of Brown’s major law 
clients, but it remains to be seen what the 
courts and the FPPC will consider a direct 
and significant impact.

ARMY KICKS 
CRITIC OFF 
ANIMALTEST 
REVIEW BOARD 


STANDING UP for the humane treatment 
of animals is a good way to lose your place 
on a public-advisory board at the Let- 
terman Army Institute of Animal Research 
in the Presidio. That’s what Jan Polon, a 
Stanford occupational therapist, found 
out last month. Officials at Letterman dis- 
missed her from an experimental review 
board after she publicly criticized its bone- 
breaking animal experiments. 

For four years, Polon served on Letter- 
man’s review committee in accordance 
with the Animal Welfare Act as a commu- 
nity representative to ensure “proper care 
of the treatment of animals.’’ During this 
time, she was an advocate of treating 
animals humanely and often ‘‘the sole 
voice of dissent,’’ she told the Bay 
Guardian. And her public protest over 
Letterman’s planned bone-grafting 
experiment, which would leave dead 118 
healthy greyhounds, as ‘‘inhumane”’ and 
of no contribution to ‘‘human health,” 
was the last straw. Hospital officials gave 
her the boot. 

Letterman’s PR officer, Captain Michael 
French, told the Bay Guardian that 
Letterman was looking for a public mem- 
ber who would not have such contradic- 
tory interests to those of the committee. 

But the institute has even bigger troubles 
now. It has had to put the experiment on 
hold. Representative Barbara Boxer 
(D-SF), a public critic of Letterman’s ani- 
mal-experiment practices, has added legis-

lation to the 1990 defense appropriations 
bill that requires Letterman to prove that 
the ‘‘research has a military application, is 
being conducted in accordance with the 
standards set by an animal care and use 
committee, and the research is not 
duplicative of research already conducted 
by a manufacturer or any other research 
organization.’’ The institute has stopped 
the experiment and it’s now under review. 

The bone-graft experiments involve the 
removal of bone sections from the legs of 
118 healthy greyhounds, to be replaced 
with a bonegrafting compound manu- 
factured by the 3M Corporation. The 
animals would be killed soon after the 
operation and their bodies examined to 
determine the success of the graft. 

But Boxer, along with the Physicians’ 
Committee for Responsible Medicine and 
the Corte Madera-based group In Defense 
of Animals, said the use of healthy dogs is 
unwarranted when veterinary hospitals 
could provide thousands of animals who 
have suffered natural bone-destructive 
injuries. Moreover, the critics said, the ex- 
periments have negligible scientific value. 

“Tt seems clear that LAIR does not 
want any questions asked about what is 
going on behind closed doors,’’ Boxer 
wrote in a Jan. 5th letter to a Letterman 
commander, complaining that the instituté 
has refused to provide her information 
about the experiment. 

“It’s a very emotional issue,’’ said 
French. ‘‘There is no one who 
cares more about the animals than we do 
here at the institute, but it’s going to bea 
very slow evolutionary process of gaining 
public support for the work we do here.’’

RENT-HIKE 
THREAT GOADS 
TENANTS TO 
TAKE ACTION 


BERKELEY LANDLORDS’ latest plans 
to raise the rents in half the apartments in 
town may have backfired on them and re- 
awakened the dormant tenants movement. 
The turnout at the rent board’s public 
hearing on the matter was massive and 
militant, and tenant activists are pushing 
the Berkeley Citizens Action party, which 
has recently been moderating its stance on 
rent control, to take a stronger pro-tenant 
position. 

The crowd spilled out of the packed 
council chambers and down the stairs at 
the Feb. 22nd public hearing. Both tenant 
and landlord organizations mobilized for 
the occasion, although the tenants drew 
the larger contingent by far. 

The assembled masses were boisterous 
and the speeches were impassioned. Many 
tenants spoke of the personal hardship the 
proposed rent increase would bring, some 
claiming it would force them to leave 
Berkeley and others saying it would push 
them out into the streets. ‘“We don’t have 
enough doorways for people to sleep in 
now,”’ one speaker said. 

Other tenants said the proposal was 
such a major change in the rent-control 
law that the board should put it on the 
ballot and let the voters decide. Another 
threatened a citywide rent strike if the 
proposal was passed. 


Landlord speakers repeated their claims 
that they were losing money renting their 
units at controlled prices, and some 
demanded the board pass even higher 
increases than those under discussion. 

Many of the speakers addressed their 
remarks to Pearl Marsh, recently elected 
by pro-tenant forces and the swing vote on 
the divided board. A number of tenant 
activists who worked on her campaign said 
they felt betrayed by her recent support for 
a version of the landlord measure. This 
contrasted sharply with the warm words 
she received from several landlord 
speakers. 

The number of people who turned out 
overwhelmed the board’s proceedings. 
More than 100 signed up to speak; by 
11 pm only about half had been heard 
from, so the board voted to continue the 
hearing another day. 

Marty Schiffenbauer, longtime tenant 
activist and coauthor of the original rent- 
control ordinance, told the Bay Guardian 
that even BCA moderates think Marsh is 
making a big mistake. BCA Chair John 
Brauer concurred. ‘‘Everyone’s upset with 
Pearl,’’ he said. Marsh did not return Bay 
Guardian calls. 

BCA held a general membership meet- 
ing the following Sunday night, Feb. 25th, 
and passed a strong pro-tenant resolution 
opposing any across-the-board increase 
and calling instead for a special one-time 
relief process available only to landlords 
who are in substantial compliance with the 
law and have owned their properties since 
before 1980. 

A number of BCA activists expressed 
concern that BCA elected officials have 
not taken a public stance. ‘‘There’s a lot 
of dissatisfaction with the mayor’s lack of 
leadership on this issue,’’ Silverman said. 
‘She should join with tenant forces that 
are trying to beat back this threat and use 
her influence on Marsh to get her to back 
off from this shocking position.’’

LIKE MOST nightmares, this one began 
with elements of the familiar.

Fund for Diversity, but it still 
has a long way to go. The 
report, issued Feb. 20th, 
almost a year after a series of 
student demonstrations high- 
lighted these issues, cited 
minority students’ problems in 
admission and greater rates 
of probation and disqualifica- 
tion. The report also cites a 
failure to include minority 
students in all aspects of the 
admissions process. 

The report also claims that 
women and minority faculty 
members at Boalt Hall, while 
their numbers are on the 
increase, are not being offered 
tenure positions: “The tenured 
faculty is still overwhelmingly 
white and male." The curri- 
culum came under fire as well 
for not reflecting non- 
traditional areas of law, such 
as feminist theory, civil rights 
law and critical legal studies, 
that would meet ‘‘the needs 
and interests of an increasing- 
ly diverse student body."’

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Organization of American States officials, 
it seems foolish to try. But little chats 
about how it feels to be voting, and why 
there are so many people in line, are OK. 

That’s where the nightmare part begins 
again. People don’t discuss whom they’d 
voted for, but just about every phrase out 
of their mouths is some version of, ‘‘I’m 
voting because we need a change, or lots 
of changes, in Nicaragua.’’ And people 
voting for change don’t vote for 
incumbents. 

The long lines outside the modest-to- 
deteriorated neighborhoods of western 
Managua were replicated everywhere in 
the country. So was the attitude about 
change. In Sandinista dreams, gone were 
the huge crowds of people waving huge 
red-and-black flags and shouting 
“‘Daniel!’’ 

Replacing last week’s dreams was this 
week’s nightmare. For hours, the TV 
showed its version of the silent scream: the 
computers working, but no results 
emerging. Finally, as if by evil magic, 
numbers begin to appear, as united 
statistics. United, as in UNO, the National 
Opposition Union. A nightmare come true 
this week. 

Had I not written of the Sandinistas’ 
perfect campaign? Their glitz and flash 
rallies? Their charismatic leader? Surely, 
fraud had to be involved in these results! 
Surely, glitches would be discovered. 
President Carter would don an ermine 
robe, wave a scepter, and I would wake up 
humming a ‘‘Daniel!’’ tune again. 

Alas, it was not to be. Dawn arrives; the 
radio forgets to broadcast news, except on 
stations where UNO’s troops celebrated all 
night. TV is lost in teen rock videos. The 
morning Sandinista dailies fail to publish. 

And then, there he is. ‘‘Daniel!’’ Once 
— only last week — star of the show, 
striding across a giant stage, waving a huge 
banner before a crowd whose numbers, as 
it turned out, would just about equal his 
nationwide vote total. 


Now his face has shrunk to TV size. 
His booming super-amped crowd PA 
voice is a hoarse croak. He is seated, 
squirming, before a small forest of 
microphones. There is something 
Shakespearean about this proud, spiritual 
man, with his country accent, his cowboy 
boots and jeans, doing what, in 
everyone’s wildest nightmares, he was 
never imagined doing. Conceding defeat. 

Now ‘‘Daniel!’’ is saying that his 
proudest accomplishment as a Sandinista, 
as a revolutionary, as a Nicaraguan will be 
to transfer power peacefully. He doesn’t 
mention his newly elected opponent, or 
her party, which crushed his revolution on 
the national, legislative and municipal level 
in an unthinkable electoral avalanche. 

Soon his talk is over. His comrades sing 
the Sandinista hymn — the first time it’s 
been used in this campaign, apparently. 
It’s the one with the line, ‘‘We’ll crush the 
Yankees, enemies of humanity!’’ which so 
angered the textual exegetes of the Reagan 
years. 

The nightmare suddenly ends. Real life 
resumes on Sandinista TV — whose end- 
less reruns of tired sitcoms make it about 
as Sandinista as Channel 20. Donald Duck 
and Mickey Mouse heads replace 
“‘Daniel!’s.”” 

It’s still before seven o’clock in the 
morning. Those who lined up yesterday, 
out of poverty or war-weariness or 
nostalgia, to vote for UNO are asleep. 
Those who voted Sandinista are in the 
streets, angrily talking to each other about 
their options. 

Worlds away from Nicaragua’s blowing 
dust and political passions, wintertime 
Washington’s glee can scarcely be con- 
tained. ‘“‘We’ve won!”’ In inhabitual 
secrecy, the Nicaraguan citizenry has said 
it’s had enough. ‘‘We’ve’’ overwhelmed 
their music, strangled their economy and 
tortured their sons, until ‘‘we’ve’’ got ’em 
ordering off our menu. When they think 
the meal is going to get to their table — 
that’s when the real nightmare will begin.

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DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


THE FEB. 26th Business Wire 
had an interesting little item 
that may be the first drops of 
what will become a flash flood 
of bad news. 7 

The California Public Em- 
ployees Retirement System, it 
reported, will use any and all 
legal means to recover its 
$25-million loan to the now- 
bankrupt Drexel Burnham 
Lambert Group. 

That itself will not bring 
disaster: Even the permanent 
loss of the 25 big ones would 
not destroy the CalPERS sys- 
tem, which supplies pension 
benefits to some 866,000 state 
employees. The fund, the larg- 
estin the nation, has approx- 
imately $55 billion in assets. 

But what about some 
smaller funds that may also 
have invested in junk bonds or 
companies being held afloat 
by financial smoke and mir- 
rors? How many people face 
the loss of their pensions? Or 
insurance policies? 

The insurance industry has 
always been one of the largest 
purchasers of financial 
devices — including junk 
bonds. And bad news may be 
brewing on that front. On Fri- 
day, the House Energy and 
Commerce Oversight Subcom- 
mittee released a report on 
the state of the nation's 
insurance industry, noting that 
half of the 150 insurance 
companies that have failed 
since 1969 have done so in 
the last five years. 

The report cited some com- 
mon trends among companies 
that failed: too-rapid ex- 
pansion, a failure to hold 
proper amounts of reserves 
and reckless management 
practices. 

The insurance industry 
strongly attacked the report, 
defending its financial stability, 
but one has to wonder. How 
many major insurers may get 
caught up in the ever-widening 
junk-bond collapse? How 
many people face the pros- 
pect of a double- or triple- 
whammy — losing their sav- 
ings in the S&L collapses, their 
pensions and insurance pol- 
icies in junk-bond madness? 

The chair of the subcom- 
mittee, John Dingell 
(D-Michigan), called for in- 
creased scrutiny of the insur- 
ance industry and its financial 
practices. That sounds like a 
solid idea, indeed. 

For a first step, the insur- 
ance industry in California 
should be forced immediately 
to open its books and reveal 
exactly how it has invested the 
billions of dollars it takes in 
annually in premiums. How 
much of that money has been 
lost in junk-bond lunacy? How 
much will people's home-, 
car-, health- or property-insur- 
ance premiums go up as a 
result of any such 
mismanagement? 

Now would be a good time 
for insurers to let the public 
see what they have done with 
all that money.

Smith and Schlackman 


FOR THE MOST part, District Attorney 
Arlo Smith has been having his way during 
the three-month investigation of the last- 
minute anti-ballpark campaign mailer. 

Wednesday, Feb. 21st, Superior Court 
Judge Claude Perrasso refused to grant a 
motion by political consultant Richard 
Schlackman — who authored the mailer 
— to recuse Smith from the case due to 
conflict of interest. 

For most of the course of the investi- 
gation, Smith has been getting pretty good 
press — especially in the Sacramento 
area, where Smith needs some exposure so 
that he has a chance in the primary race 
for attorney general this June. Every time 
Smith mentions the name Gregg 
Lukenbill, the Sacramento media is out in 
droves. 

Witness the first session of the criminal 
grand jury, held on Feb. 12th. The fifth 
floor of the Hall of Justice was crawling 
with media types — eight television crews, 
along with people from radio and print — 
many from Sacramento, waiting for 
Lukenbill to appear. He didn’t, but that 
didn’t stop the story from being near the 
top of the Sacramento nightly news. 

But Herb Caen, after some 50 years of 
batting out his column, still knows how to 
drop a bombshell. 

The morning the grand jury convened 
its initial session, Caen’s column carried a 
weighty little item noting that Smith’s 
efforts to get Schlackman indicted could 
be hampered by the fact that Schlackman 
has worked on Smith’s campaign for AG. 

That revelation prompted Smith to hold 
a press conference the same day, an- 
nouncing that he had ‘‘decided to use 
someone else for his mail,’’ according to 
Smith’s campaign manager, Marc Dann. 

In other words, Smith sacked 
Schlackman after the Caen item appeared. 

But that’s not the way I first heard the 
relationship between Smith’s campaign 
and Schlackman described. Dann called to 
tell me that Schlackman had never worked 
for the campaign, and that he had met 
only ‘informally’? with Schlackman, who 
was a friend from some years ago. 

Well, wait a minute. If Schlackman 
never worked for the campaign, why did 
Smith hold a press conference to announce 
he had fired Schlackman? 

I took a close look at the sworn state- 
ments — made under penalty of perjury 
— of Schlackman and Smith that were 
presented to Perrasso. Schlackman’s as- 
serts that he ‘‘had been asked to handle 
the entire mailing aspect of Arlo Smith’s 
campaign,’’ had ‘‘been routinely asked to 
evaluate polls regarding the campaign’’ 
and “‘to participate in decision-making on 
matters of grave importance to the 
campaign.’ 

Smith’s counters that Schlackman ‘“‘has 
never been asked to make a ‘strategic 
decision’ in my campaign,” and that at no 
time ‘‘has his advice been sought by me on 
any decision I made.’’ 

In looking at the two declarations, 
it seems that either Smith or Schlackman 
is lying. 

I placed a call to Smith, to ask him if he 
was, indeed, calling Schlackman a liar, 
and if so, would he prosecute Schlackman 
for perjury? Smith did not return the call 
by press time.

attend. 

The meetings will give the public an 
opportunity to ensure that the new library 
provides the services and resources that the 
public wants. 

After the earthquake, the main library 
was reorganized, and a number of policies 
were adopted to adapt to the reduced 
amount of usable library space. The most 


‘controversial of these policies was the 


decision to pull some books off the 
shelves. 

Circulating books that had not been 
checked out often were the most likely to 
find their way into storage, a situation that 
could take some very valuable volumes out 
of the public’s hands. In fact, some of the 
library’s most useful and interesting 
volumes are the types that don’t usually 
circulate frequently. 

Also at issue is the allocation of the 
library’s financial resources, Will 
collections be maintained and expanded? 
Will reference sections be maintained at 
current levels? How much money will be 
spent on new computer resources? And 
how much will that affect the maintenance 
of book collections? 

Other questions that will certainly be 
raised concern the fate of neighborhood 
libraries and the amount of funding they 
will receive. A number of people have 
called us about their concerns that a 
“reorganization” of the library system 
could seriously curtail or eliminate some of 
the system’s present features, including 
branch libraries. 

The first of the two meetings will 
be held on Thursday, March Ist, 
at 7pm, at the Western Addition branch at 
Geary and Scott. 

The second meeting will be held on 
Tuesday, March 13th, also at 7 pm, at the 
main library, McAllister and Larkin, in the 
Lurie Room. For more information, call the 
library at 558-2814.

Nicaragua: The media’s morality play

election press coverage focusing on that party’s intimida- 
tion of voters and unfair use of state resources seems pret- 
ty ridiculous. 

Numerous articles before the election emphasized, not the 
unfair advantage of the UNO party, which had U.S. cam- 
paign funding as well as the spoils of U.S.-inflicted economic 
misery on its side, but the Sandinistas’ supposed strong-arm 
tactics. (It’s good to note that the Examiner had far better 
coverage than the major East Coast dailies; the Chronicle 
scores fewer points with front-page stories about witchcraft 
hexing the campaign.) 

Take the New York Times’ Mark Uhlig, whose articles 
have been full of intimations that the Sandinistas unfairly 
wooed voters to their side. In a Feb. 17th article, he wrote of 
the Sandinistas handing out “‘gifts ranging from bags of food 
to land titles.’’ In a Feb. 20th article: ‘‘The Sandinista cam- 
paign has also enjoyed an important captive audience... 
where some 65,000 young men and women receive regular po- 
litical indoctrination.”’ 

Likewise, Lindsey Gruson of the Times reported Feb. 22nd 
that the Sandinistas closed offices on the date of a campaign 
rally to ‘swell the size of the crowd,” and that they used the 
“public transportation monopoly to bring in tens of 
thousands of Nicaraguans from the provinces.’’ But Gruson 
didn’t report Chamorro’s’ advantages. 

On that same page, the Times ran a Reuters report of San- 
dinista intimidation, while never — except in an Op-Ed piece 
— was the pre-election ambush murder of three Sandinista 
activists, presumably by Contras, given any play. A final 
Times piece before the election emphasized voters’ fear in a 
Contra stronghold, reporting rumors that the Sandinistas 
were monitoring voters electronically for reprisal. Were 
there rumors that Contras might retaliate against voters in 
Sandinista provinces? We never read about them. 

The McNeil-Lehrer report on Friday, Feb. 23rd, was a 
study in imbalance. A dispassionate, neutral pollster, 
Stanley Greenberg, was pitted against a rabidly anti- 
Sandinista congressperson, New York’s Representative 
Steve Solarz (a Democratic, disgustingly). Solarz raved 
about how Sandinistas would “‘lose their jobs and go to jail’’ 
if they said they voted for Chamorro. No one asked him for 
evidence. Nor was there a pro-Sandinista progressive there to 
challenge his wild accusations. 

Unfortunately, it was only by losing that the Sandinistas 
could convince the U.S. media that they were being fair. 

Now Bush sends Daniel Ortega congratulations on run- 
ning a fine election. Now the U.S. applauds the democratic 
turn of events in Nicaragua. Now we see what a heavy toll 
Washington’s Contra war has taken on that bitter, hungry, 
embattled nation that never really had a chance against the 
United States. 

The death of Napoleon Duarte provided us with another 
view of how the media regard Central American politics. The 
“CBS Evening News”’ with Dan Rather eulogized the Salva- 
doran ex-president, quoting Bush about how Duarte tried to 
bring peace and democracy to El Salvador. ‘‘Probably the 
greatest tragedy of Duarte’s death is that the problems he 
tried to solve survived him,”’ praised Rather. A report by 
Chris Norton in the Examiner gave a more balanced view of 
this ambitious, ambiguous figure, ‘‘a devout Catholic with a 
social conscience,”’ who was tortured and imprisoned by the 
military when he ran for president in 1972, yet who presided 
over a junta “‘during the bloodiest years of death-squad 
violence.” 


f N VIEW of the Nicaraguan Sandinistas’ defeat, pre- 


Anchors away: The New York Times’ Feb. 19th story on 
news anchors who get dropped from serious news programs 
and then sink with bad ratings on prime-time news programs 
missed a weighty issue. All the anchors mentioned in the 
piece — Diane Sawyer, whose career is foundering on bot- 


tom-rated ‘‘Prime Time Live;’’ Connie Chung, whose repu- 
tation is suffering from the incredibly fake ‘‘Saturday Night 
with Connie Chung;’’ and Mary Alice Williams, former 
CNN news anchor and co-anchor of NBC’s “‘Yesterday, To- 
day and Tomorrow,”’ who made the deadly career mistake of 
going on maternity leave — were women. 

The Times didn’t mention that male anchors don’t get 
shuffled around the same way, being asked to leave serious 
news shows to become window dressing on inane news re- 
creation and chitter-chat shows. They also don’t get dumped 
from high-profile shows, like Jane Pauley and Kathleen 
Sullivan did, when they start to go a little gray. Or, like 
Williams, when they get pregnant. 

To the networks, women news anchors are commodities 
whose worth is determined by how much of a pretty face they 
can put on a cheaply-produced news program. One news ex- 
ecutive (all the news executives quoted in the article were 
men) described Diane Sawyer’s strengths: ‘‘She’s as gor- 
geous and glamorous as a female news anchor can be and still 
be credible.’’ Incredible. 

When those silly prime-time news shows end up failing — 
and the newswatching public isn’t as stupid as networks 
might imagine — the women anchors will be blamed, and 
some younger, collagen-injected weatherwomen with even 
more mousse will be recruited and the network execs will 
think they’ve solved their problem. Wrong. Their problem 
lies in not producing quality news programming, not treating 
women as serious journalists and not promoting talented 
women who don’t happen to look like Chanel models. 

But it’s nice to see that the Today Show’s ratings have 
plummeted since Pauley left. 


AND WHAT ABOUT THIS: Local reports have portrayed 
the Wendy Nelder-Richard Hongisto race for tax assessor as 
two flakes vying for an obscure, useless position. But the tax 
assessor has a tremendous amount of power, overseeing $400 
million a year in city revenue — it’s not like they’re running 
for dog catcher. That’s why it’s important to study who is 
more competent to do the job. 

In one corner is an anti-MSG activist who has betrayed her 
tenant constituency for her own financial health (do you sup- 
pose she might be swayed by real estate contributions as a tax 
assessor?), and in the other, someone who has experience 
running sizable operations — a sheriff’s department, a New 
York prison system — and who hasn’t, despite being a land- 
lord, sold himself out to real estate interests. 


AND THIS: We'll see whether KQED President Tony Tiano 
ever follows up on his promise to reschedule his public forum 
with Media Alliance, an organization of progressive jour- 
nalists. Tiano got whacked by the Chronicle’s TV critic, 
John Carman, for refusing to participate in the forum, which 
MA had scheduled two months in advance, at his conven- 
ience. MA’s idea was to provide a friendly arena in which to 
air complaints against KQED but Tiano, after first agreeing, 
backed out, saying he’d reschedule in the future. ‘‘His idea of re- 
scheduling was to do it next fall, but a lot of public attention 
has been focused on the station and the issues are hot now,”’ 
says MA board President Bernard Ohanian, who is miffed. 
“‘Whether or not it was intended as a brush-off, it was inter- 
preted that way.” 


AND FINALLY: The San Jose Mercury-News had a hot Page 
One scoop recently: ‘‘Good news: Cane toad slime is NOT 
state’s latest craze.’’ This in response to Atlanta Journal 
Constitution reports that Californians are licking cane toads 
to get high, according to Drug Enforcement Agency sources 
and nobody else. The Merc reported that, while toad slime 
does contain the mind-altering properties of bufotenine and 
has been used by South American Indians in religious rituals, 
not even the Haight Ashbury Free Medical Clinic, which 
would know about such things, has ever heard of any honest- 
to-god frog kissing. Toad you so. 
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Dr. Donald Francis, head of San Francisco’s AIDS Task Force: ‘We’ll get the money.’ 





The optimist and the epidemic

CO: THE SEVENTH floor of a gray slab building on 





Berkeley Way, Dr. Donald Francis, head of San Fran- 

cisco’s AIDS Task Force, leaned back in a creaky swiv- 
el chair and spoke about the AIDS epidemic, using words 
like hope, and logic, and optimism. 

Those aren’t words you usually associate with the AIDS 
epidemic. But then, Francis is no run-of-the-mill AIDS doc- 
tor. To some, he’s a certified hero. As Randy Shilts tells it in 
his history of the epidemic, And The Band Played On, 
Francis has faced many implacable foes. 

In the 1970s, he was among the small corps of epidemiolo- 
gists who drove smallpox out of existence. In 1976, he traveled 
to Africa to stop the deadly Ebola Fever in its tracks. 

Then in 1981, something began killing gay men. No one 
knew what it was. Francis was one of the few who made a 
brilliant deduction: The unknown killer had to be a new 
virus. And that virus, Francis thought, was destroying the 
immune systems of those it infected through sexual contact. 

As a senior employee of the federal Centers for Disease 
Control, Francis fought to end the government’s indif- 
ference to AIDS. 

“‘(Francis] knew what was happening and told [the gov- 
ernment and scientists] what to do about it — and they ig- 
nored him,’’ Shilts wrote. 

But through it all, Francis held onto a kind of idealism that 
baffles even his biographer. 

‘*What astounds me is that Don can maintain his idealism 
after being defeated over so many years,”’ Shilts said. 

Meeting with Francis for the first time, I too was astounded 
by that spirit. I was also sobered by the deep gap between the 
hopeful picture he paints and the ugly reality of the govern- 
ment’s likely response to the epidemic in the 1990s. 

If you follow the news closely, you may remember that in 
January, Francis’ HIV Task Force issued a report. Nothing 
new there: I suspect enough reports, studies and papers about 
AIDS have been written to line the coffins of almost every one 
of the thousands of people who have died from the disease. 

But Francis says this report is different. ‘‘It’s a remarkable 
thing to read,’’ he told me. ‘“‘It’s very atypical. It’s really a 
readable, understandable, simple document.’’ 

Many of the ideas in the report aren’t new — they’re just 
common sense. You use sex education and drug-addiction 
treatment to prevent people from getting infected. In those 
who are infected, you delay AIDS with lab tests and anti- 
AIDS drugs. And you make caring for the sick less costly and 
more humane by treating them as much as possible at home 
or in nursing homes. 

The bottom line for all this? About $152 million in San 
Francisco. Nationwide, about $5 billion. A year. Just in case 
you don’t think that’s a lot of money, you should know the 
feds will spend about $1.6 billion on AIDS this year. And the 
city’s kicking in some $11.5 million. 


VER THE optimist, Francis said that ‘‘if things go 

right’’ insurance would cover 65 percent of the costs, 

with the private sector purchasing ‘‘cadillac’’ insurance 

policies for their employees. The feds would have to pick up 
most of the rest. 

Still, Francis appears to know what he’s up against. In an 

understated sort of way, he’ll tell you why AIDS has never 


made the nation’s top agenda. 

“Tt’s a very interesting process that comes with AIDS. It’s 
very hard to get straight men interested in it. You often end 
up with a remarkable interaction of straight women, gay men 
and a smattering of others in between. But the power struc- 
ture is by and large [straight] white men. So it’s always kind 
of a challenge to move AIDS through the system.”’ 

That’s also the challenge the task force’s 18 members face 
as they try to spread the word about the report’s 53 recom- 
mendations to their contacts in business, government and 
professional groups. Though some task-force members are 
lightweights, others, like Levi Strauss executive Lee Smith, 
know how to play with the big boys. 

“*The businesses in San Francisco are very sensitized to 
AIDS. They’ ve all had friends who’ ve died. I think we’ Il see 
major support from the business community,” Francis said. 

Smith and his boss Walter Haas, Levi’s CEO, talked up 
the report at a power breakfast they threw recently for 20 
leaders of major Bay Area corporations. In March, Smith 
will wing his way to Washington to let members of Congress 
know that big business is behind the report. 

Meanwhile, with dollars kicked in by Levi Strauss and 
Kaiser Permanente, the group has hired a Harvard 
Kennedy School grad, Chris Collins, to nursemaid the task- 
force members. 

They may need all the help they can get. As Francis said, 
‘‘When you go begging for money, it’s a very difficult job.’’ 

Collins is also coordinating lobbying efforts with the city’s 
congresswomen Nancy Pelosi and Barbara Boxer, who are 
spearheading the effort to get a billion or so in what they’re 
calling AIDS ‘‘disaster relief’ funds. 

But the odds are that the feds won’t put out even a fraction 
of that money. As Francis noted, AIDS, with its long incuba- 
tion period, is an unusual sort of disaster. 

“Tf an earthquake trembles over ten years and ultimately 
knocks down buildings, we’ll sit there and watch until the 
dust stops falling,’’ he explained. “‘If this bug had a two- 
week incubation -period and we had lost 10,000 to 15,000 
people in the last couple of months in SF, we would be re- 
sponding, in spite of it affecting mostly gay men and IV drug 
users.’” 

If massive federal aid fails to come through in the 1991 
budget year, Francis argues, San Francisco should be pre- 
pared to pick up the tab itself, even if it costs some $50 mil- 
lion a year. “‘If no one else is going to do it, then we’re going 
to have to do it ourselves,’’ he said. ‘‘San Francisco has a 
tradition of doing that. Let’s do it and bite the bullet and 
dump in whatever it’s going to take.” 

With the state of the city’s budget, especially after the Oct. 
17th earthquake, that’s not a likely scenario either. But Francis 
Tefuses to give in to cynicism. ‘‘Where my optimism comes in 
is my belief that we’ll get the money (for task force recom- 
mendations) next year,’’ he said. “‘What I’ve done in order 
to survive in society — whether it’s in America, India or 
Bangladesh, is just delay my expectations of time, not my ex- 
pectations that the systems ultimately work.”’ 

Those sentiments are fine, and maybe even admirable. But 
for the people with AIDS or infected with HIV, the delay ofa 
year could mean the difference between life and death. 
That’s certainly something Dr. Francis knows — and I sup- 
pose it’s one of the nightmares that are part of life for a die- 
hard optimist in the pessimistic world of AIDS.

Nibbling away 


at Berkeley 





UC plans to expand its campus into the city of Berkeley witha 
slew of new development projects. Fearing looming buildings and 
traffic tie-ups, residents are scrambling for ways 
to curb the university's appetite

HE UNIVERSITY of Cali- 

fornia at Berkeley, gearing 

up for the single largest ex- 

pansion in its history, has 

released its revised Long 
Range Development Plan, a blueprint 
for massive construction projects that 
will change the face of Berkeley 
forever. 

To the university, the 40-some proj- 
ects in the plan, including many new 
off-campus buildings, are necessary to 
its growth for the next 15 years. But 
some Berkeley residents and officials 
say they will congest neighborhoods, 
cause traffic tie-ups and needlessly 
demolish historic sites. And they say 
the pian violates city zoning laws. 

The university and the city have long 
been at odds over the university’s ex- 
pansion into Berkeley. Much of the 
conflict stems from the state-run uni- 
versity’s exemption from local zoning 
restrictions, allowing the university to 
put up buildings to its own specifica- 
tions — unilaterally determining, for 
example, the number of stories. Re- 
sentment over the university’s free use 
of this exemption is also fueling the 
latest battle between Berkeley and the 
university. : 

Last year, the university submitted 
its Long Range Development Plan to 
the City Council for comment. The 
university was under no obligation to 
act on the comments, and many Berk- 
eley residents believed that the universi- 
ty’s request for comments was nothing 
more than a public-relations move. 

The City Council held public hear- 
ings about the plan, developed a de- 
tailed critique and hired a full-time staf- 





fer to explain its objections to the uni- 
versity. The city response basically 
amounted to a request that the univer- 
sity’s developments conform to local 
laws and not cost the city any money. 

Two months ago, after considering 
the comments, the university released 
its revised plan. Other than allowing 
the famed People’s Park to remain 
open space and making a couple of 
other minor concessions, it addressed 
none of the city’s concerns, while 
pushing for even more development 
than in the original plan. ; 

“‘The new plan is an affront to the 
city,” Planning Commission Chair 
Denise Pinkston told the Bay Guard- 
ian, ‘‘After two years of discussions 
they still haven’t addressed the con- 
cerns we raised before — and they’ve 
added new problems.”’ = 

The Planning Commission will pre- 
sent its criticisms to the City Council at 
a public hearing next Monday, March 
Sth. 

What seems to irritate the commis- 
sion most is the revised plan’s disregard 
of the city’s land-use and zoning or- 
dinances. 

“To them, our zoning laws are just 
an amusing nuisance,’’ Planning Com- 
missioner Clifford Fred said. ‘‘I find 
the university seems to go out of its way 
to make sure its projects violate them. 
If the zoning says three stories is the 
limit, they plan on five.” 

Milton Fujii, director of community 
affairs for the university, denied the 
charge. ‘‘I can see how some people 
might feel that way, but that’s not the 
case,” he told the Bay Guardian. 
‘Wherever possible, the university 
wants to accommodate local policies, 
but its mission is broader and different 
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from the needs of the local city. There 
will be occasions when the university 
can’t abide by local policies and still 
fulfill its obligations as an educational 
institution with a statewide and, to 
some extent, national constituency.’ 


NIVERSITY BUILDING 

space is slated to increase by 

24 percent according to the 

revised plan. Fred told the 

Bay Guardian there will be 40 
major new projects, including a new 
computer-sciences building, a new 
business-administration building, a 
new health-services facility, two new 
toxic-waste storage-and-handling 
facilities, several new dormitories and 
major additions to already existing 
buildings. 

Most of the buildings to be con- 
structed off the central campus are 
larger than the zoning allows. The 
computer-science building, across 
Hearst Street from the campus, is 
slated to be five stories, in a 
neighborhood zoned for three; the 
Bowditch Residence Hall in the South 
Campus area could be nine stories, in 
an area zoned for a maximum of six. 

The plan’s implementation will leave 
the campus area in what Fred calls ‘‘a 
permanent state of construction, with 
its attendant cranes, noise, pollution 
and disruption of life and traffic for 15 
years.”” 

Things won’t settle down once the 
developments are complete, either. The 
new buildings’ effect on traffic is 
another point of tension between the 
university and the city. The state gives 
its universities the authority to write 
and approve their own Environmental 
Impact Reports. These reports are sup- 


posed to examine the impact of pro- 
posed developments on the local 
population and traffic patterns, and 
propose ways of dealing with adverse 
effects. But, according to Pinkston, 
UC Berkeley’s reports are seriously 
flawed. 

Unbelievably, says Pinkston, the 
reports predict no increase in popula- 
tion to accompany all this growth. 
Although the university insists it needs 
the extra room only for research labs 
and new teaching techniques, both 
Pinkston and Fred expect more people 
will be brought into town to fill the new 
space to something near the present 
density. ‘‘You don’t need an extra 3 
million square feet just to get a little 
more elbow room;”’ Pinkston said. 

The expected growth in population, 
said Tom Hunt of the city’s Transpor- 
tation Commission, will lead to over- 
whelming traffic congestion near the 
university. ‘‘There’s absolutely no way 
the transportation system can handle it 
without instituting transportation 
fascism, literally telling people they 
can’t bring their cars to campus or park 
within three miles of the campus.’’ 
Hunt says the university is denying the 
inevitable population growth to hide 
the ‘“‘transportation nightmare’’ the 
new developments would create. 

‘*We’re saying that the university has 
to provide ironclad guarantees that the 
population won’t increase, or have a 
program to deal with traffic problems 
when it does,’’ he said. 

In addition to traffic gridlock, city 
officials are also worried about losing 
money as the university swallows up 
land for its new buildings. Because the 
university doesn’t have to pay taxes on 
land it owns in Berkeley, the city had re- 
quested that the university develop the 
land it already owns, rather than ac- 
quiring — and thereby removing from 
the tax rolls — any more privately 
owned land. City administrators point 
out that even after the university takes 
over the land, it still receives city- 
funded public services. The result is a 
net cash drain on the city. 

Despite the city’s request a year ago, 
the revised plan lists a number of addi- 
tional new sites (never mentioned in all” 
the past year’s negotiations) the univer- 
sity wishes to buy. ‘‘This is going to 
bankrupt the city or require cuts in ser- 
vices to people who live in the area and 
pay taxes,’’ Pinkston commented. 


HE UNIVERSITY plans to 

build its new dorms and facil- 

ities on various sites around 

the city. Some will be placed 

in relatively open, non- 
congested areas, others threaten to add 
to the overall crowdedness of neighbor- 
hoods, while one development prom- 
ises to turn a peaceful neighborhood in- 
to a busy, traffic-filled extension of the 
university. 

Berkeley residents who live around 
Presentation High, a former high 
school ten blocks west of the campus, 
are protesting the university’s planned 
invasion of their quiet neighborhood. 
A few months ago the university began 
to consider acquiring the high-school 
site to consolidate its mailing, printing 
and telecommunication facilities. The 
plan includes doubling the buildings on 
the site and adding faculty housing, 
even though the neighborhood of sin- 
gle-family homes is zoned for low- 
density residential use. 

“‘Not only would you have the 
delivery vehicles coming and going at 
all hours, but you’d have at least 200 
employees and their cars,’’ Nancy 
Holland, one of the local residents, told 
the Bay Guardian. After Holland and 
her neighbors brought their concerns to 
the City Council, it voted unanimously 
to request the university to reconsider the 
project and address residents’ concerns, 

The plan also threatens some city 
landmarks and historic buildings. In 
the South Campus area, the Anna 
Head School, a Berkeley landmark on 
the National Register of Historic 


Buildings, would be dwarfed by a fiv 
story, 95,000-square-foot dormito 
planned to surround it on two sides, — 
One historic house on the north end of - 
Piedmont Avenue is slated for demoli-_ 
tion to make way for the new busines .

Indicative of the university’s 
priorities, the plan also calls for tearing 
down Cowell Hospital, the student 
health-services facility, a building 
under consideration for listing on the 
National Register of Historic Places, 
and replacing it with a new building for) 
the School of Business Administration. — 

Susan Cerny, chair of the city’s 
Landmarks Commission, told the Bay 
Guardian tearing down Cowell is. 
wasteful whether or not it is a land- 
mark. ‘‘No one’s proven Cowell isn’t a 
useful building. It could be retrofitted 
and reused,’’ she said. 

The plan does mention replacing 
Cowell with a,student-health outpa- 
tient clinic off campus, but contains no 
specific site or architectural plans for it, 
as it does for the business-administra- 
tion building. But then, the business- Fl 
administration facility is starting life — 
with a $15 million gift from Walter 
Haas of the Levi Strauss fortune. 

Perhaps the most ominous project in 
the plan is a pair of new toxic-waste 
storage-and-packaging facilities, to be 
built on the hill east of campus. These 
buildings will temporarily store and 
package hazardous materials — includ- 
ing carcinogens, mutagens and radio- 
active chemicals — used in the labs 
throughout campus. After processing 
these materials will be trucked out 
through city streets. 

“Tt is not a good idea to put these * 
materials in a densely populated area,’’ 
Dona Spring of Berkeley Citizens for a 
Toxic Free Environment told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘But it seems particularly 
insane to put them in a densely popu- 
lated area on a major earthquake 
fault.” 

Pinkston says the university ‘‘did not 
document exactly what they’re doing 
there, how much of it they’re doing, 
how it gets in and out of the city or what 
the potential impacts on residents 
could be, other than to say there was an 
unavoidable impact in the event of 
human error that resulted in the release 
of materials into the city environ- 
ment.’’ She fears this omission of 
specific information was deliberate — 
and dangerous. 









HE CITY Council policy on 

university expansion empha- 

sizes two basic concerns: that 

the city not lose money as a 

result of the expansion and 
that the university obey city laws. But 
because of the university’s legal im- 
munity from city law, Berkeley has few 
strategic options. 

Over the last couple of years, Mayor 
Loni Hancock has pursued a strategy 
of cooperative negotiations with the 
university. Catherine Lew, aide to 
Mayor Hancock, told the Bay Guard- 
ian the mayor ‘‘remains hopeful the 
university will consider the very serious 
issues.”” 

Fred was less optimistic. ‘“We’ll have 
to challenge every Environmental Im- 
pact Report in court,’’ he predicted, 
acknowledging that this would only 
slow down the process. ‘‘The mayor 
and the council should provide real 
leadership to organize community op- 
position. When the UC divestment 
movement was happening, the mayor 
and councilmembers went and got ar- 
rested,’’ he added. ‘‘Is this important 
enough?”’ 

Pinkston agreed ihat only public 
pressure will force a change. ‘‘The 
university thinks no one cares what 
they do. I hope the public hearing 
shows they do care,”’ she said. a

BLACK COMICS 


IN THE SPOTLIGHT 





Now in its fourth year, the Bay Area Black Comedy Competition 
is drawing attention to young black comics and to the city of Oakland

HE BAY AREA Black 
Comedy Competition, 
founded in 1987 and until 
this year regarded by the 
Bay Area media and com- 
edy community as ‘‘lacking breadth”’ 
and having ‘‘limited appeal,’’ has 
emerged in 1990 like never before. 
“The jury is no longer out,’’ says An- 
thony Spires, founder, spokesperson 


and co-promoter of the fourth annual ' 


event, the final round of which takes 
place at Oakland’s Paramount Theatre 
this Friday, March 2nd. ‘“‘There is a 
great buzz. Word of mouth is good, 
our field of talent is larger and deeper, 
we’ve got more media interest and in- 
creased corporate sponsorship, we’ve 
incorporated larger venues — this has 
become a true civic event for the city of 
Oakland.”’ 

After three years of hard work, 
Spires and his colleagues have made the 
BABCC into the largest competition of 
its kind in the state, and possibly the 
country. It’s an event that need no 
longer live in the shadow of the San 
Francisco International Comedy Com- 
petition. But while the two sprawling 
Bay Area events have become more and 
more similar logistically, the BABCC 
has more to offer than just a com- 
petitive spirit and prize money. The 
fundamental motivation behind the 
contest is to put struggling black comics 
in a virtual flood of light; another pur- 
pose is to help establish Oakland’s 
identity as a center of minority talent. 

“The residents of the Bay Area as 
well as the state of California need to 


take a second look at Oakland and 
recognize it as the fertile ground of 
minority talent that it is,’’ Spires 
stresses. ‘‘Oakland is struggling to find 
an identity, and it’s difficult with San 
Francisco on one side and Los Angeles 
on the other. But the city is now 
undergoing a slow cosmetic revolution, 
and a social and cultural one is on the 
verge. Black entrepreneurs and artists 
will be instrumental in forming 
Oakland’s identity in the ’90s.”” 

The Bay Area Black Comedy Com- 
petition is definitely a black-oriented 
event. It takes place every year during 
the celebration of Black History 
Month, and all the contestants are 
black, as are the promoters and a ma- 
jority of the audience, right down to the 
black-owned company hired to provide 
security. The judges are the exception 
— theirs is an ethnically diverse group 
made up of local politicians and radio 
personalities, comedy club owners, 
promoters, TV producers and writers. 
It seems the organizers are aware that, 
despite the nurturing cultural at- 
mosphere of the competition, a sense 
of reality must prevail — in order to 
really make it big, a performer must 
convey excellence to a diverse pop- 
ulation. 

Most of the comedians competing in 
the BABCC enjoy performing to a 
crowd where blacks are a majority, and 
complain that they don’t get to do it 
often enough. Wiley Roberts, a local 
comic and one of this year’s finalists, 
recalls that at first he didn’t like the idea 
of an all-black competition. He ap- 
preciated that it was part of Black 
History Month, but professionally it

didn’t seem to make sense. 

“But then I started reflecting on the 
first time I played to an all-black au- 
dience — it was at Wolfgang’s on Colum- 
bus. I opened for [the jazz group] 
Pieces of a Dream...my act really 
rocked for the very first time. I mean, I 
had been doing well for a year playing 
white and mixed crowds, but that time I 
couldn’t even finish my bits for getting 
applause breaks. They just got 
everything. It’s a great feeling. ... It gave 
me a lot more confidence in my act, con- 
fidence I could take in front of any au- 
dience.”’ 


HE FACT OF the matter 
is, there are not that many 
all-black or even majority- 
black audiences. ‘‘Blacks 
are subtly excluded. . .as 
patrons and as comedians,’’ says Mar- 
cus King, the BABCC’s recruitment 
director. ‘‘Comedy club chains don’t 
open up in predominantly black cities 
or neighborhoods. Clubs make their 
money at the bar more than at the door, 
and there is this weird myth among a lot 
of club owners/managers that blacks 
don’t buy drinks.’’ King also says that a 
lot of club owners take as a given that 


black people don’t like stand-up com- 
edy because blacks don’t show up at 
their clubs in the white suburbs. “‘Black 
people don’t find a lot of the white 
comics funny, so they don’t go,’’ he 
says. ‘‘Like most concepts of race rela- 
tions, it’s a cycle, definitely a 
Catch-22.”’ 

Bill Cosby, Eddie Murphy and 
Arsenio Hall have all crossed over to 
the nth degree but, without a doubt, 
black comedy is different. Often 
generalized as “‘street-wise’’ or “‘ur- 
ban,’’ black comedy demonstrates a 
distinctly African American sensibility: 
It reflects both the very broad and very 
idiosyncratic cultural commonalities of 
blacks in America. Lester Barrie, 
another BABCC finalist, echoes many 
of the competitors when he says, 
“Everybody might think the things we 
do are funny — there’s no problem 
there — but in almost any black come- 
dian’s act there are going to be certain 
things that only the black people in the 
audience can actually relate to. And 
when you play an all-black audience 
there’s a tendency, maybe subcon- 
scious, maybe not, to includea lot more 
of that kind of stuff.’’ 

Barrie, a 24-year-old former high- 
school English teacher who has re- 
tained his position as debate coach, 
adds that ‘‘We [blacks] shouldn’t stay 
away from other competitions, but we 
can’t blend in so much that we don’t 
have our own thing.” 

This ‘‘own thing”’ idea is prevalent in 
the black entertainment arena today. 
Spike Lee’s first widely distributed 
film, She’s Gotta Have It, and Robert 
Townsend’s Hollywood Shuffle, both 
quality films produced on minuscule 
budgets raised by black artists 
desperate to do what they wanted 
without having to wait, have inspired 
countless other performers. Rappers 
start their own labels, artists hold their 
own shows, dancers form their own 
companies — there’s a new attitude. 

Spires, himself a playwright and ac- 
tor who seés producing TV and films in 
his future, saw the need for an event 
like the BABCC, to provide the ex- 
posure black stand-up comedians 
weren’t getting and ‘‘comedic affir- 
mative action’’ to black performers 
who had been ignored by the media, 
promoters, producers and casting 
agents, whether intentionally or in- 
cidentally. The entertainment 
establishment wouldn’t let him in, so 
like Spike and other young black enter- 
tainers, Spires decided to do it himself. 


UT THE COMEDY com- 

petition is only part of the 

story: There has been a ten- 

uous black comedy circuit 

struggling for survival in the 
East Bay for the last four years. Spires, 
along with Marcus King of OK Produc- 
tions/Marcus King Talent Manage- 
ment, Lionel Bea and Errol Jackson of 
Bay Area Productions and Kevin Clark 
of DAKAR Productions, have kept it 
going. They promoted weekly shows at 
Club Leone’s in Jack London Square 
called the “‘Bay Area Comedy Quake,”’ 
and remained there when it changed 
hands and became Beckett’s, now 
defunct. They were very successful in 
the ballroom of the Airport Hyatt in 
East Oakland, packing in up to 500 
people every other Friday night for 18 
months during 1987 and ’88. 

This comedy cartel was bringing in 
people like Sinbad, Franklin Ajaye, 
Shirley Hemphill, Warren Thomas and 
Damon Wayans, along with many local 
comedians, and their rooms were sell- 
ing out. Currently, Spires runs ‘‘The 
Backstage,’’ comedy and dancing 
every Friday night at the Old Ware- 
house Cabaret on San Pablo in Oak- 
land. The comedians are mostly black, 
but not exclusively. ‘People in the East 
Bay want upscale places to go and 
things to participate in,’’ says Spires. 
D’ Allan Moss hosts. Spires does a brisk 
business.

SHEEP OF FOOLS 


A WILD SHEEP CHASE . By Haruki 
Murakami (translated by Alfred 
Birnbaum). Kodansha International, 
320 pages, $17.95.

N THE WORDS of Haruki 
Murakami’s nameless narrator, 
“*This has got to be, patently, the 
most unbelievable, most ridicu- 
lous story I have ever heard. But 
somehow it has the ring of truth.”’ It is 
also a novel that challenges, then 
enriches, our notions of contemporary 
Japanese literature and of what it 
means to be Japanese in the late 20th 
century. 
At the same time, Murakami’s book, 
his first to appear in English in the 








United States, retains some of the 
culture’s hallmark features to help tella 
story of Japan’s current search for 
identity and meaning. Social and emo- 
tional extremes are one such feature: 
extremes of calmness and chaos, hope 
and despair, conformity and disobe- 
dience. This last pairing epitomizes 
perhaps the greatest struggle con- 
fronted by most Japanese, who grow 
up learning that ‘‘the nail that sticks up 
must be nailed down.’’ Going against 
the grain of Japanese culture can be 
socially detrimental, yet rigidly con- 
forming to it can extract substantial per- 
sonal costs. 

A Wild Sheep Chase is the story of a 
30-year-old man in advertising who in 
some respects resembles an average 
Japanese ‘‘salaryman.’’ He works 
hard, smokes numerous packs of 
cigarettes a day out of unrelenting ner- 
vousness and muses about the myriad 
ways his life could be going. Although 
he hasn’t liberated himself from the 
grip of social conformity, he begins to 
question the purpose of it all — 
especially the mediocrity that seems in 
part thrust on him by society: ‘“The 
world — the word always makes me 
think of a tortoise and elephants 
tirelessly supporting a gigantic disc. 
The elephants have no knowledge of 
the tortoise’s role, the tortoise unable 
to see what the elephants are doing. 
And neither is the least aware of the 
world on their backs.”’ 

The narrator’s life remains unre- 
markable until some downright bizarre 
things start to happen, events that turn 
the story into an allegory on a grand 
scale. His small advertising agency is 
visited by a black-suited, meticulously 
groomed representative of ‘‘The 
Boss,”’ the dying leader of a powerful 


underground kingdom ‘“‘of politics, 
finance and culture.’’ Few details are 
provided about ‘‘The Organization,” 
but its purpose seems to be the destruc- 
tion of mediocrity and the promulga- 
tion of individual will. 

The representative has come because 
The Boss has been tormented by life- 
long hallucinations involving sheep — 
in particular, a star-backed sheep from 
the mountains of Hokkaido, Japan’s 
wild northern island. The sheep repre- 
sents an ominous power that stifles in- 
dividuality and entices people to suc- 
cumb to mediocrity. In the West, where 
individuality is often taken for granted, 
this metaphor risks being hackneyed, 
but in Japan, the tensions between 
social blending and individual boldness 
are at the crux of the Japanese struggle 
for identity and purpose. Here the 
metaphor is painfully appropriate. 

In order for The Boss to die in peace 
and for The Organization to survive, it 
is imperative that the sheep be found 
and — we can only assume — slain. 
The narrator’s advertising agency hap- 
pens to have a photograph with the 
mysterious sheep in it. Leveraging The 
Organization’s daunting influence — 
an influence that remains obscure to 
the reader — The Boss’s representative 
orders the narrator to find the sheep. 

The subsequent search unfolds as 
much more than a wild sheep chase. On 
one level, the narrator’s odyssey to 
Hokkaido is a manifestation of his 
struggle to dislocate himself from 
society and mediocrity. At one point he 
attempts to establish his uniqueness 
with his knowledge of the value of pi to 
16 places. ‘‘I knowit to 32 places,”’ says 
one of The Organization’s chauffeurs. 
The narrator is crestfallen, and the 
chase continues. 

Arthur Birnbaum’s translation ex- 
pertly captures Murakami’s economi- 
cal, elegant style. The writing demon- 
strates the compressed energy and 
delicacy of a bonsai tree: ‘‘There’s 
nothing worse than waking up in total 
darkness. It’s like having to go back 
and live life all over again from the 
beginning.”’ 

There are, however, many moments 
in the novel when we wish that 
Murakami would have excavated even 
more of the narrator’s thoughts and 
feelings. Too often we find him sleep- 
ing, smoking or drinking too much in 
response to confusion, without any 
further indication of what he’s think- 
ing. When his thoughts do come 
through, they’re quirkily interesting 
and sometimes profound — and we 
crave more. On the other hand, this 
reticence — is it Murakami’s or the nar- 
rator’s? — reflects the common Japa- 
nese dilemma to express or not to ex- 
press. 

Murakami, who is 40, has had 
numerous books of his published in his 
home country and is the recipient of 
many literary awards. A Wild Sheep 
Chase introduces the English-speaking 
world to an important voice from 
Japan. The success of his novel in the 
United States will depend to an extent 
on whether readers here feel affinity for 
Murakami’s chases and their some- 
times revelatory, sometimes absurd 
nature. Chances are good that they 
will. a

The last two champions of the 
BABCC, Richard Trask and Mark 
Curry, are both products of this circuit. 
Tall, agile Curry, an East Oakland 
native, winner of the 1988 BABCC and 
first runner-up in the 1989 San Fran- 
cisco International Comedy Competi- 
tion (he placed first in the popular 
vote), got the bulk of his early stage ex- 
perience at the Airport Hyatt and 
Beckett’s. He recently made his na- 
tional TV debut on NBC’s Showtime at 
the Apollo. ‘‘Black audiences are the 
hardest audiences,” he says. “‘I don’t 
know why, they just are. You know 
how the Apollo [Theater in Harlem] 
has a reputation for being the toughest 
audience in the world? That’s how 
comics, black or anything else, view 
Oakland: If you can play there, you can 
play anywhere. That’s how comics 
view the BABCC.”’ 

Richard Trask, last year’s cham- 
pion, will’host the finals of the Bay 
Area Black Comedy Competition this 
Friday at Oakland’s Paramount 
Theatre. Five finalists, chosen from a 
strong field of 75 in the preliminaries, 
will be competing. There’s loose- 
limbed, stylish, 21-year-old Clinton 
Jackson of Oakland, reaching the au- 
dience through his many characters, in- 
cluding Soul Train host Don Cornelius, 
Jackson’s own grandfather and an el- 
derly McDonald’s employee, among 
others. Wiley Roberts of Modesto, 
whose style of humor lives up to his first 
name, does a hysterical Love Connec- 
tion parody. 

The only female finalist, Simply 
Marvalous of Oakland and Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana, teases the crowd 
with self-deprecating jokes about her 
weight and about having a child late in 
life. She is Pearl Bailey-esque and 
endearing. Lester Barrie of Long Beach 
is very serious about black comedy be- 
ing funny without profanity. Hand- 
some, and very assertive on stage, 
Barrie has the audience from the mo- 
ment he walks on. Virginia-born and cur- 
rently residing in Los Angeles, D.L. 
Hughly tells hilarious stories about 
childhood and interpersonal relation- 
ships. Hyper and gesticulatory, Hughly 
performs with very few holds barred. 

Robin Harris (‘‘Sweet Willie’’ of Do 
The Right Thing) will do a guest set, as 
will comedian Chris Thomas of 
Washington, D.C. Thomas is the host 
of BET’s (Black Entertainment Televi- 
sion’s) rap video show, Rap City. 
Island recording artists By All Means 
will perform their recent hit, a remake 
of Al Green’s ‘‘Let’s Get It On,”’ and 
the event will have a band, similar to 
Arsenio Hall’s ‘‘posse’? — Michael 
‘‘Spiderman’’ Robinson’s group, 
formerly the house band at the Oak- 
land Hyatt Regency’s Breezes nightclub, 

The preliminary rounds have been 
funny, the comedians professional and 
the pace tight. Spires is already busy 
planning next year’s event, the Bay 
Area Black Comedy Convention and 
Competition. ‘‘It’s going to be a clear- 
inghouse of comedians,’’ he says, ‘‘a 
networking symposium complete a 
seminars, workshops and _ perfor- 
mances in addition to the competi- 
tion.”’ Ideas for the convention spill 
out of him; he is clearly a man ona mis- 
sion. There’s a lot to be done. 

Every year there is a winner, a new 
champion — but the real winners, 
Spires believes, are the community of 
Oakland and the symbolic community 
of black entertainment. a 





Tickets to the Bay Area Black Com- 
edy Competition are $17.50 and $16 in 
advance at all BASS ticket outlets. 
Tickets available the night of the show 
are $19.50. The show starts at 8 pm at 
the Paramount Theatre, 2025 Broad- 
way, Oakland.

nographic drawings and the “‘Lesbians 
Who Fall For Men”’ article came the 
cancellation of approximately 50 
subscriptions. Publisher Jeff Escoffier 
worries that ‘‘lesbians and gay men are 
largely unfamiliar with each other’s 
cultures,”’ and that ‘“‘lesbians tend to be 
much more politically conscious than 
gay men about cultural issues.” 

Even issues like AIDS, which seem to 
unite both genders in support, bring 
about controversy. While lesbian 
author Sarah Schulman leads the fight 
for all writing to be AIDS-conscious, 
others argue that this political agenda 
placed on writing amounts to censor- 
ship. Macho Sluts creator Pat Califia 
fell victim to a publishing house’s cen- 
sorship, and was forced to remake her 
S/M short stories into safe-sex 
sadomasochistic stories. 

Kevin Killian, organizer of Small 
Press Traffic’s poetry series, argues 
that publishers’ preoccupation with 
AIDS takes away some writing free- 
dom. He finds ‘“‘gay people who write 
novels are pressured to write about 
AIDS and expected to have a hopeful 
ending. It’s a bleak prospect to work 
under that kind of censorship.” 

Despite what some consider a hostile 
writing environment, young gay/les- 
bian writers are managing to produce. 
They’re getting published both in the 
mainstream presses — including St. 
Martin’s, Harper and Row, New 
American Library and Viking — and of 
course the small publishing houses that 
gays and lesbians started. 

These small presses, originally the 
only source of publication for gay and 
lesbian writers, are now booming. 
NAIAD Press, the largest women’s 
press, publishes two dozen books per 
year, and Allyson Publishing, a mixed 
gay and lesbian press, puts out 20 to 30 
new books per year. Some larger 
publishing houses operate separate 
‘imprints’ that publish gay books, 
like Lyle Stuart’s Meadowland. 

With increased numbers of pub- 
lished books, ‘‘the standards for les- 
bian and gay writing have become 
higher,’’ says Jeff Escoffier. These 
higher standards are balanced by the 
many journals, including Conditions, 
James White Review and Sinister 
Wisdom, giving young writers ex- 
posure. 

San Francisco’s bookstores often 
help spawn these young writers. Killian 
and Dodie Bellamy run a reading series 
at Small Press Traffic, and have also 
put together a magazine, Mirage, for 
start-up gay/lesbian writers. A Dif- 
ferent Light Bookstore has three 
writer’s series: a lesbian writers series, 
with unpublished and published 
writers’ works, a gay writers series and 
‘*Cafe Club,’’ a gay word-performance 
series. 

Both Modern Times bookstore and 
Old Wives Tales have poetry and 
reading series for gay and lesbian 
authors. The LAB performance space 
opens up on occasion for ‘late-night 
readings’’ by unpublished authors, and 
New Langton Arts runs a literary series 
for ‘‘established artists who write’’ for 
crossover talents like visual artist 
Nayland Blake, performance artist 
Karen Finley and filmmaker Abigail 
Child. 

San Francisco booksellers and 
performance-space owners are certain- 
ly doing their part to promote gay and 
lesbian writing talent. The turnout for 
this OUT Write ’90 conference in- 
dicates that it’s working. Gays and les- 
bians are finally out in the publishing 
worldin style. |

THE SPIRIT OF RUSSIA 


Russian Renaissance features romance, vodka and

HE DARK and secretive 

Russian Renaissance on 

Geary has always intrigued 

me, but frankly, I never 

had much desire to eat 
Russian food. One evening around 
Christmastime I found myself with a 
free half-hour while shopping out in the 
avenues, so I gleefully decided to havea 
vodka drink at the Russian Renais- 
sance’s bar. As I walked through the 
doors, I instantly recognized that this 
elegant and ornately decorated dinner 
house has an ambience unlike any other 
restaurant I’ve ever seen in the city. The 
place was simply enchanting. 

We returned to try out the food and 
sample some more of the exotic vodka 
drinks listed on a separate menu. Most 
of the cocktails contain several ingre- 
dients, and sell for $3 a drink. In addi- 
tion to these concocted potions are four 
or five of the more popular flavored 
vodkas, sold by the shot. Even if you 
don’t have the time to enjoy a leisurely 
meal at the Renaissance, a few unique 
cocktails at the bar will lure you back 
again and again. 

The ones we liked best were 
Tovarich, which is made with a dash of 
Kummel, a caraway-flavored liquor; 
Katusha, made with triple sec and 
lemon juice; and Sputnik’s Tail, made 
with Cherry Vishnik and lime juice. 

Herring marinated in oil and vinegar 
($6) is a lean way to begin your meal. 
Very tender slices of herring served 
with green onion, olive and hard- 
cooked egg garnish will suit you fine if 
you like the assertive flavors of this type

of fish. The house brown bread tastes 
and feels like store-bought, which is too 
bad, since a firm, dense Russian rye or 
black bread would add a lot to these 
meals, especially the herring appetizer. 
I was also disappointed and surprised 
to learn that there isn’t any mustard 
available for the table. 

A light, vegetarian appetizer, egg- 
plant caviar ($6), was full-flavored, a 
bit acidic and quite good. Once again,

good bread or Armenian crackers 
would elevate this dish to something 
sublime. 

A full dinner (add $6 to the entree) 
includes borscht, a traditional soup 
made primarily from red beets. This 
version was nicely balanced — light, 
reminiscent of good beef broth and not 
overloaded with beets. A small yeasted 
dough meat pie, which would be good 
with hot-sweet mustard, and a very 
simple but crisp salad comprised of 
iceberg lettuce, cucumber and tomato 
dressed, of course, with Russian dress- 
ing, also come with the complete din- 
ner. A choice of baked apple or ice 
cream for dessert are included. 

Golubtzy (stuffed cabbage, $10), 
very fairly priced and quite generous, 
had a filling of tender, perfectly sea- 
soned ground meat sauced witha hearty 
tomato sauce. Overcooked zucchini 
and carrots, and orzo (rice-shaped 


pasta) completed the plate. Lule Kebab 
Armenian ($12) were also quite large, 
and more chubby than I expected. The 
two meatball-like ovals of ground lamb 
and delicate spices were very tender and 
tasty, but didn’t feel or taste as if they 
had been grilled. This robust meat dish, 
served with oven-roasted potatoes and 
the same overcooked vegetables, also 
came with a slightly tart cabbage salad 
and wonderful spiced grapes. 

Dolmas ($10), five rolled grape 
leaves stuffed with a very good filling of 
meat and onions, also came with oven- 
roasted potatoes and vegetables. The 
best of the entrees was Russian raviolis 
($10). A bowl of deeply flavored 
chicken stock with tender, meat-filled 
pasta packages was satisfying, light and 
sensitive. I think it’s a bit overpriced 
considering the amount of food, but 
that doesn’t take away from the 
goodness of the dish. 

The Russian Renaissance Restaurant 
has been in business for 30 years at the 
same location. Needless to say, this is a 
sort of San Francisco culinary land- 
mark. The richly colored murals de- 
picting 13th-century Russia, costumed 
dolls, Russian artifacts, soft 
candlelight and formal table settings 
make this restaurant unique. A hushed 
atmosphere and formal service are con- 
ducive to romantic, soothing, old- 
fashioned dining. 

The meals here are good, basic and 
dependable, although some plates 
could use some fresh ideas and fresh 
vegetables. But the Renaissance is 
always great for cocktails, and the at- 
mosphere is worthavisitanytime.

Montague, one of the few black female video 
distributors in the country, started in the business 
three years ago, first in a partnership and now on 
her own.

THREE FROM OVERSEAS 


Three new foreign movies run the gamut from cinematic nostalgia 


CINEMA PARADISO. Directed by 
Giuseppe Tornatore.

ARTHQUAKE DAMAGE 

may have caused the 

postponement of this year’s 

San Francisco International 

Film Festival from March un- 
til late April, but there’s no shortage of 
major foreign films on local screens. Of 
the three we’re considering today, the 
first premiered at last year’s Mill Valley 
Film Festival while the others are open- 
ing here cold. 

Cinema Paradiso is a good movie 
that should have been great, but aside 
from meandering too much for its own 
good, its medium is at odds with its 
message. While it panders to the 
cinephile with nostalgia for the days 
when moviegoing was a communal ex- 
perience, it preaches that you should 
get out of the theater and experience 
life. 

Picture Sicily in the late ’40s. 
Salvatore (Salvatore Cascio), known as 
Toto, is an altar boy who follows the 
priest to the local movie house, Cinema 
Paradiso, and spies while the kissing 
scenes are censored before the films are 
shown to the public. Alfredo (Philippe 
Noiret), the reclusive projectionist, 
befriends Toto and becomes a sur- 
rogate father to replace the one who 
never came home from the war. Toto 
learns to operate the projectors, and 
when the theater is gutted by a fire that 
blinds Alfredo, he becomes the projec- 
tionist for the Nuovo Cinema Paradi- 
so. The new owner rejects censorship, 
to the town’s delight. When Brigitte 
Bardot hits the screen a few years later, 
the front row is full of masturbating 
teenage boys. 

The whole town laughs and cries 
together at the Cinema Paradiso. 
Romances start there and are consum- 
mated there, lives begin and end there. 
The town of Giancaldo has two houses 
of worship — the movie house being 
the place to worship secular gods and 
goddesses. To this point Cinema

Paradiso is a magical movie about the 
magic of movies, but as Salvatore 


~ grows up, the magic begins to fade. 


Picture Sicily in 1954. Toto (now 
Marco Leonardi on the way to growing 
into Jacques Perrin) falls in love with 
Elena (Agnese Nano). Adapting a 
shaggy-dog story of Alfredo’s to his 
own use, he wins her love — temporari- 
ly. He joins the army and love ends 
without explanation. Alfredo warns 
Toto to leave Giancaldo without a 
backward glance. 

The framework for this story is set 30 
years later, after Alfredo’s death. 
Salvatore, now a successful filmmaker, 
returns for the funeral without a word 
of explanation to his mother about why 
he hasn’t seen her in 30 years, even 
though he’s been in Rome, an hour 
away by plane. 

Besides incorporating clips from 
classics — and lesser works — of world 
cinema, Cinema Paradiso is reminis- 
cent in many ways of the great Euro- 
pean films of days gone by. The film, 
however, rambles so much that we have 
time to ponder its loose ends. They 
don’t ruin it, but they diminish the 
pleasure it generates. This is the second 
feature for writer/director Giuseppe 
Tornatore, and he’s obviously got a 
bright future. Perhaps one day he’ll ac- 
tually make a film as good as the ones 
he so obviously admires. 

If you think Sicilians are passionate, 
the people in Time of the Gypsies make 
them look sedated. ‘‘When God came 
down to earth,” the village idiot — as 
in Cinema Paradiso, there is a village 
idiot and a makeshift outdoor movie 
house — tells us at the onset, ‘‘he 
couldn’t deal with the Gypsies, and 
took the next flight back.’’ 

Director Emir (When Father Was 
Away on Business) Kusturica deals 
with the Gypsies, and deservedly won a 
Best Director prize at Cannes last year 
for doing so. Considering that the 
dialogue is in Romany, a Gypsy langu- 
age, so the film can’t be shown without 
subtitles even in its native Yugoslavia, 
there’s a bit too much talk — but it’s a 
good read. On the other hand, a major 
wordless sequence at the St. George’s 
Day ceremony could use a bit of ex- 
planation. 

This often wildly funny film plunges 
us into a Gypsy world of generally 
strong women and weak — even if 


powerful — men. The Feric family is 
ruled by Hatidza (Ljubica Adzovic), an 
old woman with healing powers. Her 
son Merdzan (Husnija Hasimovic) is a 
ne’er-do-well who gets a 12-year-old 
girl pregnant and literally loses his shirt 
— and pants — gambling. 

Merdzan’s illegitimate nephew Per- 
han (Davor Dujmovic) has inherited 
some of his grandmother’s powers, but 
just enough to do Uri Geller-type tricks 
with tin cans and flatware and to com- 
municate with his pet turkey. What he 
really wants is to marry Azra (Sinolicka 
Trpkova), whose mother is saving her 
for someone with money. 

Perhan gets a chance at wealth when 
he’s taken to Italy by Ahmed, known as 
“The Sheik,’’ who makes his money 
from activities stereotypically 
associated with Gypsies — child- 
stealing, whoring and thieving. On 
these terms, what Perhan wants to be 
— an honest Gypsy — is an oxymoron; 
so, since he also wants to marry Azra 
and get an operation for his crippled 
sister Danira (Elvira Sali), he goes 
along. 

At first he’s not too good at it — 
stopping to play the piano in a house 
he’s burglarizing — but when Ahmed is 
incapacitated, circumstances lead 





Perhan to become his successor. Over- 
night he turns into such a big-time 
operator that his grandmother can no 
longer see the goodness inside of him. 

Is it a permanent change or just tem- 
porary and outward, part of growing 
up? Are his roots strong enough to sus- 
tain him, or will he self-destruct before 
they can take hold? And what exactly 
are the crucial parts of his Gypsy identi- 
ty? A bit of levitation in the final scene 
might have helped clarify that last 
point, and would have been a perfect 
touch, but Time of the Gypsies has 
enough going for it without being 
perfect. It’s an epic tale, masterfully 
told, with cinematic tricks that put a 
spin on scenes that might otherwise 
have been standard melodrama. At 
nearly 22 hours, it will seem inter- 
minable if you don’t get into it. I did. 

Sweetie is also about roots. If you 
have to compare it to something, try a 
cross between Blue Velvet and National 
Lampoon’s Christmas Vacation with- 
out the violence of Velvet or the ulti- 
mate optimism of both films. 

Despite an extended family of 
bizarre individuals who sometimes 
crowd into the same house and fre- 
quently make us laugh, Sweetie is 
basically downbeat with no characters 
you can really care about. New Zealand 
director Jane Campion has a unique, 
visually interesting style. Perhaps she 
should have directed She Devil, 
because both of her female leads in 
Sweetie demonstrate the strange 
powers and powerlessnesses of women, 
and show more devilish characteristics 
than Roseanne Barr did in that film. 
One even refers to the other as ‘‘a dark 
spirit.”” 





Campion doesn’t mention American 
director John Waters as an inspiration, 
but Divine might have played 
“‘Sweetie,’’ whose real name is Dawn, 
as he played Dawn Davenport in 
Female Trouble. The title character 
(Genevieve Lemon), a new-wave 
plump frump, doesn’t appear for near- 
ly half an hour, but we hear about her 
in the opening narration by her sister 
Kay (Karen Colston). Kay tells us about 
the treehouse her sister had when they 
were girls, and how Sweetie was 
paranoid about tree roots coming up 
under the house. 

The story begins with Kay consulting 
a fortune-teller, who sees a man in her 
tea leaves: ‘‘He’s going to be impor- 
tant... .There’s a question mark on his 
face.’’ Back at work she notices Louis 
(Tom Lycos) as if for the first time, 
because a spit curl and a birthmark 
combine to make a question mark on 
his forehead. Unfortunately, he’s just 
become engaged to another co-worker; 
nobody’s perfect, as they say. 

Thirteen months later, Kay and 
Louis are living together, but the 
honeymoon is over and they’ve become 
more like brother and sister. “‘Some 
animals won’t mate in captivity,’’ 
Louis points out. Kay tries a course in 
Louis’s preferred panacea, meditation, 
but it doesn’t work for her. Their lives 
are upset by the arrival of Sweetie and 
her current boyfriend Bob (Michael 
Lake). Sweetie has show-business 
aspirations — you have to see her 
“trick with a chair’ to believe it — and 
she calls Bob her ‘‘producer.’’ They 
break into the house and show no in- 
clination to leave. 

Almost halfway through the film we 
meet Kay’s and Dawn’s parents (Jon 
Darling and Dorothy Barry), who have 
their own problems. Mum’s going 
away for a trial separation, and even 
though she prepares a month’s worth 
of meals in advance, her lonely hus- 
band moves in with his daughters. Dad 
tries to help Kay and Louis by getting 
tid of Bob, and takes him to a 
restaurant in a classic scene that il- 
lustrates how you can dress them up 
but not take them out. Then comes the 
word that Mum’s got a job out West 
cooking for some ‘‘jackeroos,’’ so 
Dad, Kay and Louis ride out to the 
remotecamp. 

You never know what Sweetie’s go- 
ing to do next, and you never know 
what Sweetie’s going to do next. Un- 
fortunately, the characters are so un- 
sympathetic that you often don’t care. 
There hasn’t been such a uniformly 
crazy group — right down to the kid 
next door who runs a used toy car lot in 
his yard — since Marat/Sade. 

If you’re interested in the future of 
film, you should see Sweetie because 
Jane Campion is part of that future; 
but if you just want some pleasant 
entertainment to lift your spirits, you’d 
better look elsewhere.

Considering he's a ruthless 
organized-crime boss with 
politicians in his palm, Anthony 
Quinn's amazingly benign 
toward longtime friend/ 
recently-retired Navy pilot 
Kevin Costner. He invites him 
to his palatial Puerto Vallarta 
estate, but when Costner has 
the bad manners to be at- 
tracted to Quinn's beautiful 
young wife Madeleine Stowe, 
and then is foolish enough to 
be found with her in flagrante 
delicto, Quinn's understand- 
ably miffed. And for him, 
miffed means consigning 
Stowe to what used to be 
called a fate worse than death, 
and having his goons give 
Costner one of the most 
vicious beatings seen in 
several moons before leaving 
him for dead. He isn't, of 


course, and the balance of 
Tony Scott's well-written, 
always-gripping errors-and-all 
movie is Costner's slow 
recovery and his implacable 
search for Stowe. Age only 
improves Quinn, Stowe's had 
talent bestowed on her 
besides beauty and Costner's 
much more than cost-effective 
in proving that Revenge is 
anything but sweet. (Kabuki, 
SF; UA, Berk.; Century, Oakl.) 


Time Of The Gypsies 

The first third of Yugoslavian 
director Emir Kusturica’s 
film's a fascinating amalgam 
of odd characters, dreams, 
magic and superstition with 
young Gypsy Davor Dujmovic 
at its core. Illegitimate, he and 
his lame younger sister, Elvira 
Sali, have been raised in 
poverty by his wonderfully 
warm healer/grandmother, 
Ljubica Adzovic, but also have 
to put up with indolent uncle 
Husnija Hasimovic. Since 
Dujmovic's in love with 


Sinolicka Trpkova, however, 
he’s happy. When Adzovic 
saves the life of wealthy Gypsy 
Bora Todorovic's son, 
Todorovic promises to pay for 
a medical cure for Sali in 
another town and takes 
Dujmovic along, too. And this 
is where the film loses much 
of its mythical charm as the 
apparent benefactor educates 
Dujmovic instead in the arts of 
thievery, begging, pimping and 
baby-selling, which the latter 
learns all too quickly and 
willingly. The ending's tragic, 
but since by now the hero's 
lost our sympathy, the fact he 
loses everything else as well 
seems unimportant. (Kabuki, 
SF) 


Where The Heart Is 
Building demolition contractor 
Dabney Coleman's spent a 
lifetime razing buildings and 
raising three offspring — Uma 
Thurman, Suzy Amis and 
David Hewlett — from spoiled 
brats to spoiled adults. Now 


he’s had enough. He tosses 
them out of his Manhattan 
brownstone into a ramshackle 
Brooklyn tenement and 
suggests they get jobs. Amis, 
in one of the film's few 
fascinating moments, creates 
fabulous trompe |'oeil tableaux 
for a corporation calendar, 
and Hewlett works on video 
games, but their ensemble 
attempts don't mesh and the 
movie palls, though not quite 
appalls. Characters come and 
go, then before you can say 
“Black Monday,” the stock 
market crashes and 
Coleman's wiped out and has 
to move in with his kids. But 
John Boorman’s direction is so 
boorish that none of this is 
believable, the ending 
deserves demolition, 
Christopher Plummer drops a 
brick as an indigent and even 
Coleman, usually a dab hand 
at comedy, can't give this 
movie heart. (Century Plaza, 
SF; California, Berk.; Grand 
Lake, Oak.) 
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of the comedie humaine. 

Speaking in Tongues is Taylor’s 
answer to Ingmar Bergman’s Cries and 
Whispers. It is a world frozen in dogma 
and rigidity where the individual, here a 
preacher (an implacable, though 
tormented, Christopher Gillis), has 
become a prisoner of his own making 
and destroys anything he touches. 
What is so powerful is the way Taylor 
illustrates the perversion of the idea of 
community, the very essence of what 
fundamentalism lays claim to: the 
family, the congregation, a sense of 
personal integration. It’s quite ap- 
propriate that the piece ends with the 
congregation covering itself with the 
folding chairs of the church as tomb- 
stones.

Two modern companies add live music to 
their performances

HEN WAS the last 

time that you saw a 

modern dance com- 

pany perform to live 

music? Most modern 
companies, either for financial 
or logistic reasons, choose to perform 
to taped scores. But there is a special 
spark and crackle that ignites a per- 
formance when live musicians perform 
with live dancers. No amount of 
sophisticated tape technology can 
substitute for that kind of electric ten- 
sion. It was, therefore, a special treat 
that both the Paul Taylor Company 
and the Gary Palmer Dance Company 
used live music during part of their re- 
cent programs, 

Paul Taylor, of course, is a giant of 
American dance, whose position be- 
tween the modern and postmodern 
generations was never more evident 
than in these recent programs. The for- 
mality and restraint of his designs, 
coupled with the explosive quality of 
his movement style, was simply 
breathtaking. 

Arden Court (to excerpts from sym- 
phonies by William Boyce) and 
Esplande (music by J.S. Bach) were 
performed in such a robustly elegant 
and boisterously exuberant manner 


that they left the audience smiling from 
ear to ear. The fact that those works 
were performed to live music gave them 
an elasticity and breadth that I don’t 
remember ever having seen in them 
before. 

Both of the Bay Area premieres, 
Danbury Mix and Speaking in 
Tongues, however, used taped- music. 
It’s a pity that the Charles Ives’ ex- 
cerpts for Danbury Mix could not have 
been performed live; his music is so 
richly textured that the sonorities — 
even in an excellent reproduction — tend 
to sound squashed together. Canadian 
Matthew Patton, on the other hand, 
created a complex and powerful elec- 
tronic score for Speaking in Tongues 
that speaks in many tongues of its own. 

If Agnes de Mille is the 
choreographer of Americana who 
looks lightly and nostalgically to the 
past, Taylor’s Americana is con- 
siderably darker and quite disturbing. 
It suggests an ominous vision of a soci- 
ety whose conflicting pulls have become 
violent and self-destructive. 

In Danbury Mix Taylor’s energetic 
and forceful buoyancy becomes that of 
a bubbling cauldron about to explode: 
Images of agonizing crawling and 
scraping, falling in diagonals as if 
mowed down, grabbing and tearing 
down, waves of huddled masses that at 
One time almost drown Carla 
Wolfgang’s tottering Statue of Liberty 
(splendid in a silver-green lame gown 
that suggests verdigris). Wolfgang ex- 
plodes into silent laughter at the end, 
suggesting that Taylor, serious as he is, 
also gives us a new look at the absurdity 


Gary Palmer also chose a quasi- 
religious subject for the major piece of 
his two-evening program at Theatre 
Artaud. Set to Peter Maxwell Davies’ 
stark and rich chamber work for six 
musicians (including cellist David 
Budd), and ably conducted at the side 
of the stage by Christopher Fulkerson, 
Vesalii Icones is based on the Christian 
Stations of the Cross and on a collec- 
tion of anatomical drawings by An- 
dreas Vesalius, the 16th-century 
Flemish anatomist. What was par- 
ticularly appealing in Vesalii was the 
way Palmer clearly planned his 
choreography to include the presence 
of the musicians. Again and again, he 
moved his designs toward them as if 
trying to pull them into his dance. 

Palmer, gaunt and bold, with plastic 
wounds on his body and supported by 
slide projections (by Ariel Parkinson), 
looked at times like a religious statue, at 
other times like a truly suffering human 
being. There was a flaunting display of 
physicality and vulnerability that was 
as ambiguous as it was touching in the 
way he assumed poses and slowly 
moved through the narrative elements 
of the stations. The stretched-out arms 
of the cross, both welcoming and anx- 
ious; the quivering torso, both suffer- 
ing and ecstatic in the flagellation; the 
sensuous leanings of the head into 
Veronica’s cloth — Palmer gives us a 
subtle and complex vision that is quite 
disturbing. 

However, puncturing his side with 
the conductor’s baton and having a 
fountain of water gurgle forth was a 
truly terrible idea. Not only was it 
reminiscent of cornball comedy, it also 
contradicted the butoh-like restraint 
and suffusion of the rest of the piece. 

The other works on the program 
were also theatrical, though in terms of 
the dancing, of lesser interest. Love It 
to Death was a slight, mildly amusing 
piece about Tristan (Paul Joslyn- 
Medlyn) falling in love with Isolde 
(Debra Bentley, Mark Ogo), based on 
Richard Wagner’s opera. It was the 
kind of gag that is funny once, but prob- 
ably does not warrant repeating. The 
best part was Jay Cloidt’s clever and 
smooth score, which he created from 
the original Wagner and his own elec- 
tronic additions and manipulation. 

The third piece on the program, The 
Truth About Cinderella, had leafy, 
Tustic costumes and glorious wigs for 
the dancers (Debra Bentley, Betsy 
Ceva, Jonny McPhee) that were as im- 
aginative as one has come to expect of 
Ariel Parkinson, a gifted designer 
whose talents are woefully under-used 
in the Bay Area. The choreography 
looked modest, mainly illustrating, but 
not really expanding on, the text. I 
suspect with some additional work it 
could be greatly enriched. What carried 
the interest was Christopher Fulker- 
son’s music for guitar, clarinet, bass 
clarinet, viola and mezzo soprano 
(Lynne Morrow). It was an effective 
score, slightly atonal, well-written for 
the voice and probably looking for- 
ward to a life beyond dance. It’s to 
Palmer’s credit that his judicious 
choice of musicians allowed for the 
kind of symbiotic relationship between 
music and dance that enlarges the 
totality of the theatrical experience.

HERE’S A PLACE in this 

world for ten-ton musicals 

and elaborate costume 

dramas. But after a rich 

diet of same, the lean 
cuisine of cabaret and physical comedy 
can be a welcome change. 

Bertolt Brecht: Songs for a New 
World is a throwback to the low- 
budget cabarets that used to pop up at 
the Old Spaghetti Factory and the 
Tivoli. You can catch this 90-minute 
revue on Sunday afternoons at The 
Plough and the Stars, an Irish pub on 
Clement Street, in a dimly lit ambience 
that’s suitably Brechtian. The audience 
shares tables or bellies up to the bar, 
nursing pints of lager and stout. And 
the performers strain to make them- 
selves heard over the clatter of pool 
balls and the ringing of the cash 
register. 

J.B. Cooper, an avuncular man in 
long white hair and sashed peasant 
shirt, presides as director, head cast 
member and co-translator (with Ellen 
Southard and Eric Bentley). He also 
assembled the unusually varied batch 
of 32 songs. Brecht penned the lyrics; 
composers Hanns Eisler, Kurt Weill, 
Paul Dessau and Franz S. Bruinier 
wrote the music. Among the best are 
some lesser-known Brecht-Eisler 
numbers: ‘‘Nothing Quite Like 
Money,”’ ‘‘Peace Song”’ and ‘‘All or 
Nothing.”’ 

The six-member cast, aided by Rae 
Imamura’s piano, makes up in ex- 
uberance what it lacks in vocal power. 
(Supple-voiced Jeffra Cook has it all.) 
Brecht’s songs, like his plays, expose 
cruelty and cry out for social reform. 
He thought Marxist-Leninism could be 
the panacea; in light of current events, 
Cooper reframes things. He inserts 
references to the U.S. invasion of 
Panama in Brecht-Weill’s ‘‘Cannon 
Song,’’ but also uses several tunes to 
praise the recent overthrow of com- 
munist regimes Eastern Europe. 

Brecht died in East Berlin in 1956. If 
he were alive today would he approve? 
One devoutly hopes so. In any case, his 


sentiments transport nicely to the back 
of an Irish bar in 1990. 

Meanwhile; down at the Zephyr 
Theatre, Vaudeville Nouveau’s.A Brief 
History of the Universe isn’t an attempt 
to change the world — it’s merely an at- 
tempt to explain it. 

Vaudeville Nouveau used to be three 
guys who clowned and juggled in 
various formats. Now they’re two 
guys, Mark Sackett and Dan Mankin 
(Jeff Raz went on to other things), and 
they’ve got a brand new bag: using jug- 
gling and physical comedy to explain 
the mysteries of astrophysics. Inspired 
by Stephen Hawking’s pop science 
book of the sametitle, their new piece is 
a very animated lecture on the Doppler 
Effect, quarks, the Big Bang, black 
holes in space and a lot of other, as 
Sackett’s character Ludwig might put 
it, ‘‘cool stuff.’’ 

The statistics about the speed of light 
and dimensions of the universe come at 
you fast and furious here. So do the 
eye-poking Three Stooges-style bits, 
which pit doltish Ludwig against 
pedantic Dr. Daniello Donatellow 
(Mankin). And so do many elegant 
games of catch, involving luminous 
balls, bright-colored rings and a 
ridiculous number of juggling clubs. 

Tightly directed by collaborator Jael 
Weisman to the tinkle and whiz of Ran- 
dy Craig’s musical accompaniment, 
this is a show that any science buff will 
love. And those who don’t know a 
black hole from a hole in the group will 
probably get a kick out of it too — 
though a sharper, more suspenseful 
through-line would help get us over all 
those statistics and a few really dumb 
spots. I should add that the really dumb 
spots evoked much laughter from the 
children in the audience. Which brings 
me to my last point: If you go.to this 
show, bring a kid. It’s cheaper (and 
more fun) than a physics class. 

If you want to see nouvelle clowning 
at its leanest and most satisfying, then 
direct your feet to Bill Irwin’s Largely 
New York at the Golden Gate Theatre. 
Much has already been written in praise 
of this Broadway export, enough to 
make you fear disappointment. And at 
only 75 minutes and a top ticket of $33, 
it’s a pricey evening out. 

But Irwin and his grand company of 
cohorts do something truly original 
here. They conjure an antic, unpre- 
dictable world where postmodernism 
meets vaudeville, break dance meets 
soft shoe, video meets theater and love 
moves in mysterious ways. The show is 
a jolt of cool, concentrated pleasure. 

And Irwin is one of the only contem- 
porary performers who can get away 
with making you laugh while he’s tug- 
ging at your heart.

POLES APART 


High-tech Laurie Anderson and low-tech 
Richard Thompson bring their shows to town 


LAURIE ANDERSON. At the War

AURIE ANDERSON opened 

the second half of her recent 

Opera House spectacle with 

her best joke of the evening. 

Before she returned to the 
stage, she had Jimi Hendrix’s ‘‘Manic 
Depression’’ blasting from the PA at 
ear-splitting volume. Just as the stylish 
faithful were putting their fingers to 
their ears, ‘‘Panama, December 1989”’ 
was projected on the center video 
screen. 

Anderson’s wry re-creation of the 
Bush administration’s strategy to flush 
out Noriega with rock’n’roll in- 
augurated 40 more minutes of the 
multimedia political commentary that 
is the spiky-haired composer’s way of 
dealing with her 1980s evolution from 
gallery performance artist to pop 
phenomenon. For her first full-fledged 
production in San Francisco in more 
than three years (after two club shows 
the night before at Slim’s), Anderson 
presented her 3,000 fans at the first of 
two sold-out Opera House concerts 
with a technologically brilliant chroni- 
cle of American ills and evils at the 
dawn of the 1990s. 

The world according to Anderson in- 
cluded observations on politics and 
music, from Sonny Bono through 
Adolf Hitler (‘‘a really good 
drummer’’) and Ronald Reagan 
(whispering ‘‘When You Wish Upon a 
Star”), the U.S. national anthem (“a 
bunch of questions written during a 
fire”), the national debt, the “get outta 
town’’ mentality behind Senator Jesse 
Helm’s anti-Mapplethorpe censorship 
efforts, the roots of televised Sunday 
afternoon football in men’s discomfort 
with the exhortations they hear in 
church about loving the naked figure of 


Jesus Christ, the perpetual inequities 
between men’s and women’s wages and 
the latest ‘‘Brilliant Pebbles’? Defense 
Department strategy. 

Some of Anderson’s exegeses were 
banal, some were obscure and some 
were right on the mark. All were swathed 
in stunning audio and visual effects. 
The one-woman show (relying on a 
large, invisible production crew) was 
impeccably coordinated parade 
ages projected on movable screens and 
pre-recorded, shrewdly cued synthe- 
sized sounds. Much of it was quite 
beautiful. Anderson, less a personality 
than a cool, detached ringmaster, 
sawed at her electric violin, moved be- 
tween keyboards and spoke or sang in- 
to microphones that processed her 
voice into a ‘‘big brother’’ baritone ora 
harmonized female chorus. As she does 
on her newest album, Strange Angels 
— from which most of the concert’s 
music was drawn — Anderson showed 
off her recently developed singing skills 
on such songs as ‘‘My Eyes,”’ ‘‘Baby 
Doll,’’ ‘‘Beautiful Red Dress’’ and the 
especially lovely ‘‘Hiawatha.”’ 

Critics have taken Anderson to task 
for such sins as putting political fences 
around her avant-garde artistry and 
paring her presentations down to a 
series of jokey, high-tech blackouts, 
and even for attracting a sycophantic 
audience of fashion-conscious art- 
school types. It’s true that since she 
began her big-time pop crossover with 
the 1982 release of Big Science on 
Warner Brothers, and in the seven 
years since her epic masterwork, 
United States, Anderson has become 
less artistically surprising and perhaps 
more clever than profound. But she has 
also striven to make good use of her 
position as a pop icon. 

If she reaches an ‘‘intellectual’’ au- 
dience with a disproportionate share of 
disposable income, at least she prods 
that audience with something more 
than mere entertainment. If her art has 
lost its cutting edge, at least her irony 
now relies less on the mere juxtaposi- 


tion of cultural oddities and more on 
the disturbing contradictions of a 
materially rich but morally bereft socie- 
ty that refuses to take care of its own. 

Anderson left her Opera House au- 
dience with a final story about being 
taken to an emergency room in New 
York City after falling into an open 
manhole. As she waits for treatment 
she is sitting next to a ragged, homeless 
woman with swollen, bleeding feet, 
and a man nearby is saying, ‘‘That 
must really... hurt.” 


THER THAN A tendency to 
O highlight some of the darker 

aspects of contemporary life, 
Richard Thompson could hardly have 
fewer similarities with Laurie Ander- 
son as asolo performer. In his rare (for 
San Francisco) unaccompanied perfor- 
mance at Slim’s last week, the British 
folksinger’s machinery was limited to 
an amplified acoustic guitar. But his 
low-tech performance before a devoted 
sold-out audience proved that whiz- 
bang production values have little to do 
with deep and lasting emotional im- 
pact. In an hour and 45 minutes, he cut 
to the heart of modern romance and 
ethics with 21 songs that stand up to 
those of any more vaunted singer- 
songwriter. 

Many of Thompson’s tunes explore 
the gloomier side of interpersonal rela- 
tions — the ‘‘Dennis Hopper/Blue 
Velvet view of the world,’’ he explained 
while introducing “Push and Shove.” 
The other new songs he unveiled, some 
of which will appear on his next Capitol 
recording, were in that vein, and then 
some. ‘‘I thought she was saying good 
luck, but she was saying goodbye,”’ he 
sang in his opener. Another ditty, writ- 
ten as aresponse to the U.K. popularity 
of an Australian soap called Neigh- 
bors, describes the sick and perverted 
ordinary people who live on ‘‘Psycho 
Street.’’ They’re nice folk, like the 
woman who slips acids into her 
beautiful friend’s make-up and winks 
to her husband, ‘“‘preemptive strike!’’ 
“Dammit, I’m a realist,’’ Thompson 
quipped. 

But beyond his challenging subject 
matter and memorable song structures, 
Thompson is easily one of the most ex- 
pressive musicians on the pop scene. 
His electric guitar-playing — from his 
days with Fairport Convention 
through his partnership with Linda 
Thompson into his solo career — has 
been widely heralded and his influence, 
on Mark Knopfler for instance, is ob- 
vious if unacknowledged. But his 
acoustic picking, combining perfect 
rhythm-strumming, idiosyncratic, 
jazz-like phrasing and peerless string- 
bending manipulation of timbre, is 
even more astounding. And, as with his 
deep, mournful voice, his guitar work 
is dedicated to bringing out the unique 
emotional nuances of each song. 

Thompson’s show at Slim’s had 
several peaks, including ‘‘When the 
Spell is Broken,’’ ‘‘Shoot Out the 
Lights,’ ‘‘Waltzing’s For Dreamers’’ 
(from his most recent album, Amnesia) 
and over-the-top versions of Louis 
Jordan’s ‘‘Don’t Roll Those Bloodshot 
Eyes at Me’’ and the Who’s ‘‘Substi- 
tute.’’ It also had moments that lagged 
in energy, perhaps because he’d played 
for three hours the night before in 
Davis. But even so, Thompson was 
operating on a level that eludes most 
other performers. He’ll be back in 
town next month, for work on a new 
album with the French-Frith-Kaiser- 
Thompson band (and a March 18th 
performance at Ashkenaz in Berkeley). 
Until he finishes his next solo project, 
fans will have to check out the FFKT 
collaboration or satisfy themselves 
with one new song, written for a British 
TV show about the minimum wage, 
that will come out on the compilation 
LP Hard Cash, featuring June Tabor, 
Clive Gregson and Christine Collister, 
Martin Carthy, the Watersons and 
others. But one Richard Thompson 
songis worthathousand pictures.

New Works by 
Dana Chodzko 


For years, Dana Chodzko's 
spiritually charged 
“earthworks” have defied pat 
definitions. Should her adobe 
structures be thought of as 
pagan sculptures or religious 
altarpieces? As minimalist 
environments of ordinary dirt? 
Or was the raw earth they were 
hewn from holy mud trans- 
formed by Chodzko into 
something equally sacrosanct? 
Her latest works at the Andrea 
Schwartz Gallery are just as 
perplexing and likely to slip out 
of the stylistic cubbyholes that 
critics and historians might 
want to stick them in. In her 
terracotta triptychs particularly, 
you find that the line demarc- 
ating the sacred from the 
secular has become hopelessly 
blurred. In acknowledging the 
“paradoxical” nature of her art 
(an understatement), she 
emphasizes the material and 
processes that make up its 
building blocks: “In these 
pieces | have used found 
materials, bamboo and earth,

The espionage trial and 
execution of Ethel and Julius 
Rosenberg in the early 1950s 
was a galvanizing event, 
inspiring a storm of protests 
from many quarters.

| moved here from Virginia in Octo- 
ber, 1986-convinced that “‘it’’ wasn’t 
going to happen there for me. ! had two 
friends in the Bay Area and had lined up a 
pretty stressful job as a family therapist in 
a school for emotionally disturbed chil- 
dren. My life after the move quickly set- 
tled into a routine of work and week- 
ends with my friends. | was still a bit un- 
satisfied with my life.
